Attorney-General Aharon Barak 
jold the Knesset Law Committee 
yesterday that the Government only 
wanted to prevent the extradition of 
Israelis whose alleged offences were 
committed after they became Israeli 
citizens. It no longer sought the total 
baa* on extradition, called for in the 
original draft law, embracing even 
crimes committed abroad by per- 
sons before they became citizens. 

Law Committee sources were un- 
able to say whether the change of 
rnind was solely a result of second 
thoughts in the Ministries of Justice 
and Foreign Affairs, or whether 
representations by foreign' states 
had £Kme contributory effect. 

Representatives of the U. S. E m- 
bassy, ”Tnnng others, are known to 
have held thorough discussions of 
the implications of the bill with 
senior officials in Jerusalem.

Their knives freshly honed 
ever the New Economic Policy, 
Labour and Uky d delegates con- 
verged on Jerusalem's Binyeodi 
Ha’ooma for the opening of tbe 
Histadrut 's 18 th Convention 
yesterday. The meet opened 
amid unprecedented heckling, 
catcalls and dashes, with the 
;Hnes dearly drawn between the 
[two major opposing camps. 

Likud delegates persistently 
heckled President Ephraim Katzir 
as he delivered his opening speech, 
which appeared to them too sym- 
pathetic to the Hlstadrut’s criticism 

of the government's economic 
policy. Earlier, they were Involved* 
in a pushing and shoving incident 
which caused a temporary break In 
the morning's procedural session. 

Prime Minister Mensbem 
did not attend the festive opening 

session. He explained t* 18 * Align- 
ment members had shouted “Begin 
Go Home” — so “I'm staying home 
and, in accordance with (he public's 
chdoe; that’s the Prime Minister's 
office.” 

When President Katzir said In his 
opening address that It was natural 
for tbe Histadrut to seek to prevent 
an excessive share of tbe economic 
burden from falling upon the 
workers, one Likud member rose 
from his seat and. waving his hands, 
shouted It was unbecoming of- tbe 
President to make political 
statements. “Begin to power,** 
others chanted. 

Faction leaders tried to calm their 
delegates, and Absorption Minister 
David Levy walked over — • but 
changed his mind midway. 

Meanwhile, President Katzir went 
on to urge the Histadrut to "conduct 
this struggle with understanding, 
restraint and a genuine desire for 
cooperation among all parties,” 
noting that the government, the 
private entrepreneurs and the 
Labour organization each have an 
important role to pl ay. 
~5ecretary-Ge~neral Yeruh&m 
Meshel opened his speech greeting 
Knesset Speaker Yitzhak Shamir, 
and Cabinet Ministers present there

"We’ve made It clear to the 
Finance Minister. ..that the 
Histadrut won't shirk Its duty to de- 
fend the standard of living of the 
masses of workers,” Meshel 
declared. Most delegates applauded 
but Likud members shouted "Boo.” 
"The Histadrut will make certain 
that the worker won't be the first vic- 
tim of every policy change, that his 
standard of living won't decline 
while that of others rises," tbe 
Secretary General continued. 
Meshel declared, amid continuing 


heckling, that the Histadrut had 
moderated its policies "so as not to 
enter a period of confrontations and 
clashes which may harm Israel's 
standing In the forthcoming cam- 
paigns. But I suppose the economic 
policy makers misinterpreted our 
reactions,” he declared. 

Meshel complained that the 
'floating of the pound which led to a 
steep devaluation shot dollar- 
hoarders’ profits up by 45 per cent. 
But the workers’ standard of living 
was adversely affected because 
prices of all commodities — In- 
cluding staple commodities — had 


risen, he said. 

"Who let them take the capital?” a 
Likud member shouted. “Where are 
the dollars? With (former Prime 
Minister Yitzhak) Rabin and his 
wife,” another added. 

Meshel went on to declare that the 
Histadrut would not put up with the 
government's economic policy. "Tbe 
Histadrut won't lend its hand to such 
a plan. It will fight it,” he declared.

Begin ’s absence sparks Herat zealots 


If any of the organizers feared that the Histadrut con- 
vention would be boring, they can relax. Yesterday's 
sessions were characterized by crackling high tension 
between the Labour Alignment majority (57 per cent) 
and the highly aggressive Likud minority (28 per cent). 

The festive afternoon session was marred by some 
Hemt trade unionists who were seemingly unfamiliar 
with democratic processes. 

From the frantic efforts of the Likud whips to quieten 
their restless and noisy delegates who tried to stop the 
President and tbe Histadrut Secretary-General from 
speaking, one thing was apparent : they were worried lest 
such an unruly element harm their public image or ruin 
the convention.

What we were witnessing was not only a demonstration 
of political differences, but of contrasting cultures. It is 


regrettable that Premier Begin chose to absent himself, 
and thus bring his over-zealous disciples to air their 
sorrow In such an extra-parliamentary manner. 

What the public saw was an eruption of the collective 
psychological crisis through which many Herut members 
have been going since their charismatic leader moved to 
the more distant sphere of national government. It 
happens all the time at Herut central committee 
•meetings, but this time a wider, and shocked, public was 
able to watch.

Capucci: Term s ofrelease 
make me ‘still a prisoner* 


ROME. — Archbishop HilarJon 
Capucci, who was released on Sun- 
day by Israel from a 12-year jail 
sentence for gun-running after per- 
sonal Intercession by Pope Paul, 
declared b an interview published 
yesterday that the conditions placed 
on Us release made him still “a cap- 
tive... a prisoner." 

"Because of tbe tough conditions 
dictated for my liberation, I feel like 
I have left One prison just to enter a 
larger one where life Is harder and 
much more full of bitterness,” said 
the Syrian-born prelate In an ex- 
clusive interview with a reporter 
from the Independent Beirut dally 
newspaper “An Nahar.” 

Capucci said one of tbe terms was 
that he can never return to 
Jerusalem or the Arab world. 

In the interview, Capucci also paid 
tribute to the Palestinian ter ro ris ts 
killed In operations carried out dur- 
ing the past three yean to gain Ms 
release from Jail, “I shall never 
forget toe martyrs who sacrificed 
their lives to win my freedom,” bo 
declared. 

The bearded, black-robed 55-year- 
old prelate arrived here on Sunday 
night after serving only three years 
of his sentence. Police refused to 
allow Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion (PLO ) representatives, dozens 
of chanting Arab students and a bevy 
of newsmen to get near him as he 
was greeted on his arrival by 
Vatican and other church 
dignitaries. 

Students In Arab headdresses wav- 
ed banners reading “Long live 
freedom fighter Hilarion Capucci" 


and “You are a freedom fighter for 
Palestine.” But tbe archbishop saw 
none of the demonstration as he was 
whisked out of a side exit of Rome’s 
Leonardo da Vinci Airport in 
Vatican limousines. 

Capucci was taken to Rome's 
Salvator Mundi Clinic run by nursing 
nuns. Doctors at the clinic yesterday 
described him as "In fairly good con- 
dition." Capucci ’s lawyers had said 
that he lost 20 kilos from hunger 
strikes during his three years in jail. 

Tbe archbishop interrupted the 
medical checkup to say mass. Also 
at the service was a personal 
representative of PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat. 

Arafat’s representative, Shafiq al 
Hut, who flew from Beirut to^greet 
Capucci as “a hero, a symbol of 
reristance and a man who really 
loves his people and his land," was 
prevented from seeing the 
archbishop at the airport. However, 
he was admitted to tbe tiny chapel in 
the clinic.

13% further devaluation seen 

Ehrlich to present his 
draft budget on Friday

Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich 
will present his draft budget of slight- 
ly under IL180b. to the Cabinet on 
Friday. 

Nearly two-thirds of the budget 
will be for defence and repayment of 
debts. 

In the preparation of the budget, it 
has apparently been assumed that 
the average rate of exchange in 
fiscal 1978 will be IL17 per dollar. 
This implies that the further average 
devaluation of the pound in 1978/79 
will be IS per cent compared with the 
present exchange rate. 

The budget also assumes no in- 
crease in real per capita consump- 
tion. so that total consumption will go 
up, in real terms, by some 3 per cent. 

Correspondingly, real wages are 
expected to remain unchanged, 
although there are Indications that 
substantial wage demands will be 
presented in the negotiations for the 
new collective wage agreements. 

In the private sector, the existing 
wage agreement expires at the end of 
the year, and in the public sector in 
March. 

Tbe budget Is based on a continued 
freeze on public sector employment, 
with the exception of tax officials and 
the health services. 

The subsidies to basic foodstuffs 
will continue to be cut, so that by the 
end of the 1978/79 fiscal year they 
will not exceed 20 per cent of the final 
consumer price of any product. 


Social services will be kept at their 
present real level. Although the 
budget intends to encourage Invest- 
ment. enterprises will be told to go to 
tbe commercial banks and to the 
stock exchange for investment funds. 

The defence budget will be ap- 
proximately IL60b., about a third of 
the budget. Debt repayment will be 
approximately IL53b.. of which near- 
ly ILSOb. will be for internal debt. 

The new budget will Include a 
deficit of some IL6-7b. , which in real 
terms is less than the planned deficit 
of the current budget, but the total in- 
jection of cash into the economy will 
be higher — probably a planned IL8- 
9b. 

Some economic observers in 
Jerusalem consider the forecast 
average exchange rate of IL17 per 
dollar as low. since the expected 
price inflation in 1978 will be 40 per 
cent. 

Such an inflation rate is unlikely to 
make it possible to maintain the 
value of the pound. 

It has also been pointed out that the 
1978/79 budget estimates will 
necessarily be highly uncertain 
because the rate of Inflation can 
hardly be foretold with any degree of 
certainty a week or two after a major 
change in the economic system." 

Each per cent of error In the rate of 
inflation means a difference of about 
XLlb. in the budget. For the same 
reason, it will also be difficult to 
judge just how restrictive the next 
budget will be. 
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Vast military display highlights USSR’s anniversary

MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union 
marked the 60 th anniversary of the 
Bolshevik revolution yesterday with 
the biggest Red Square military 
parade to years, including the first 
public display of the new T-72 tank 
and two pieces of new artillery. 

It was the first time In years that 
tracked vehicles had participated in 
the parade, which was reviewed by 
President Leonid Brezhnev and 
other Kremlin leaders from atop 
, Lenin’s mausoleum. 

Western diplomats attributed the 
return of tracked tanks and the In- 
creased size of the parade — some 
330 vehicles compared with 151 last 
year — to the massive national 
oelebrations of the 80th anniversary. 

In a speech to the thousands of 
troops that gathered on the banner- 
covered square before the parade 
began. Soviet Defence Minlater 
Dmitri Ustinov said Soviet defence 
potential is "at such a level as to dis- 
courage anyone who may risk distur- 
bing our peaceful life.” 

He said his troops were duty-bound 
to be "In constant combat readiness 
that will guarantee an immediate 
rebuff to any aggressor.” 

More than 200,000 war veterans 
and Moscow workers began 


marching through the square in 
tightly organized columns after the 
militar y parade, bundled against 
freezing-point temperatures and a 
light wind. Snow capped the walls of 
the Kremlin at the edge of the 
square. 

As Brezhnev, Premier Alexei 
Kosygin and other leaders waved, 
the workers sang, chanted slogans 
and held aloft pasters and banners 
pledging Increased factory produc- 
tion and loyalty to the Communist 
party. Patriotic songs and slogans 
sounded from loudspeakers. 

The T-72 tank, which moved rapid- 
ly across the square with some 20 
other pieces of heavy army equip- 
ment, was deployed last year with 
Soviet forces in East Germany. 

Details of the tank remain 


classified, but Western specialists 
believe It carries a crew of three, has 
an automatic loader ter its US- 
millimetre gun and can fire while 
moving with the aid of a laser 
rangefinder. 

The new artillery pieces, 122- 
miUlmetre and 182 -millimetre self- 
propelled howitzers, represent & new 
shift toward self-propelled artillery 
In the Soviet armed forces. 

Other equipment Included surface- 
to-air and surface-to-surface mis- 
siles, a small airmobile tank first

NAHARIYA- — The people of 
Western Galilee yesterday laid to 
rest the two men who were killed by 
a -terrorist attack from Lebanon on 
Sunday afternoon. 

Thousands walked behind the 
biers of Louis Levy, 40, and Shmuel 
Mlntz. 33, who were struck by a 
Katyusha rocket while they were at 
work In a metal shop here. The 
single rocket attack was launched 
from a Palestinian position across 
the border, near the sea. 

Addressing the gathering in the 
local cemetery, Housing and 
Construction Minister Gideon Fatt 
said, "We come here, our heads bow- 
ed in grief for those who left us and 
say this: The iron fist of the Israel 
army will remain clenched until this 
blood guilt Is punished and until 
every home In Israel, every woman, 
child and man can live in peace and 
security." 

Mayor Ephraim Sharir called on 
the government and the army to act 
to stop the terrorist acts on the 
border towns. "It is intolerable that 
the terrorists carry out sudden at- 
tacks on these towns whenever it 
pleases them." 

The town’s rabbi. Dr. Aharon 
Keller, eulogized the two victims.

World labour shows support 
‘at this difficult period’

International labour demonstrated 
its support for Israel and its labour 
movement last night at the opening 
session of the Histadrut convention. 

Otto Kersten. general-secretary of 
the International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions (ICFTU), 
brought a message of solidarity from 
50 million workers. He noted the im- 
portance of his presence "at a time 
when you face a difficult political 
situation at home and abroad. - " 

Both he and C.V . De van Nalr, 
president of the ICFTU's Asian 
Regional Organization, dwelt on the 
special regard in which the Histadrut 
Is held in the world's free labour 
movement. ■ 

They spoke for nearly 100 fraternal 
delegates from abroad — the largest 
such contingent to ever have come to 
a Histadrut convention. 

The entry of foreign labour leaders 
representing seven international 
federations and 44 national unions 
from 32 countries provided a lively 


part of the opening pageant, with 
applause greeting the unveiling of 
each of the national fl a g s that formed 
a colourful tableau backdrop to the 
stage. The heaviest applause went to 
the U.S. delegation, and the Dutch 
delegate was greeted with affection. 

In a reference to Israel's new 
government, Kersten said that even 
when conservative governments are 
elected, the existing social infra- 
structure must be respected, in fun 
cooperation with the trade unions.

Kersten stressed the ICFTU's in- 
terest in the achievement of peace In 
the Middle East and expressed

Bezalel dir ector ‘shocked 
and amazed’ at swastikas

Dan Hoffner, the director of the 
Bezalel Academy of Arts and Design 
in Jerusalem, Issued a circular 
yesterday In which he expressed 
"shock and amazement” at the 
swastikas which were daubed at the 
end of last week in the Fine Arts 
Department, and at a leaflet hung up 
on the bulletin board which ad- 
vocated violent political action. 

The leaflet, according to sources 
inside Bezalel, stated that the killing 
of a single Gush Emunim leader 
such as Hanan Porat would be 
“murder," but violent attacks on tbe 
whole movement would be "political 
action.” 

Dedl Ben-Shaul, who was re- 
elected as head of the Fine Arts 
Department yesterday, told The- 


Post that "we don’t want a lynch- 
mob atmosphere at Bezalel." 

It was true that swastikas had 
been daubed, as had a slogan 
"Judaism equals Fascism,” but this 
was a busi n ess for Bezalel to settle, 
without the intervention of any out- 
side agency Including the police. 

He thought fbflt angry and Im- 
mature students in the department 
may have been responsible for the 
swastikas, but that the leaflet was “a 
provocation by an outside group." 
He was certain that the people who 
wfote the leaflet were psychotic 
“the level of the leaflet was way 
below the level of any of our 
students,” he noted. He denied the 
existence of Baader-Melnhof sym- 
pathisers among the students, a 
rumour reported in the press yester- 
day.

Hammer wants

Education Minister Zevulun

ing, they could make sure that TV 
staffers were “talented, decent, and 
of a high standard.” so that they 
could take over key posts in the 
Broadcasting Authority. 

Hammer spoke at a meeting of the 
coalition executive in the Knesset, 
after hearing complaints there that 
the State media distorted the 
Government's economic 
progra mm e. 

Hammer later sent faction 
secretary Arye Hnhn down to the 
press rooms in the Knesset to deny 
that he h ad ever made the above 
remarks, which were reported by 
coalition chairman Haim Corfu. 

The Minister, hearing the ripples 
in the press lobby about his remarks, 
put out a statement claiming he had 
said ".it was worthwhile encouraging 
a larger number of talented people to 
work in the Broadcasting Authority, 
to strengthen tbe establishment 
there, and create more effective 
competition among the journalists. 

The Minister told the coalition ex- 
ecutive that after the Government 
appoints a new management com- 
mittee for the Authority next spring, 
the coalition will have five men on 
the committee to the opposition's 
two. He believed that more balanced 
re p orti ng would be possible If the 
Government decided to change the 
Broadcasting Authority Law, but 
that was a matter for study. Balance 
would also result from the provision 
of en extra TV channel. H a m mer 
said. 

Chair man Haim Corfu said he 
wanted to apologize to Israel Radio 
tor having implied that it had 
reported the new economic 
■programme In an unfair manner. He 
checked radio programmes 
schedules for an entire week and was 
convinced his criticism last week 
was unfounded. However, the Israel 
TV coverage was unfair, he believed. 

Cancer specialist's 
licence suspended

New passenger terminal for Allenby Bridge

ALLENBY BRIDGE. — The West Bank military 
Administration will inaugurate a spacious XL 20 m. 
passenger- terminal here this morning. Defence 
Minister Ezer Welzman and high-ranking aides. 
Including top officers In the Judea and Samaria 
Command, are scheduled to attend the 
ceremonial opening. 

The new 4,800-sq.m. terminal was built to han- 
dle the growing traffic to and from Jordan. The 
terminal used until now was an improvised struc- 
ture assembled shortly after tbe 1967 war. Some 
five million persons have crossed this bridge and 
the northern Adam (Daniya) span since the Six- 
Day War ceasefire was stabilized in Mid-June of 
that year. During the past 10 years, the two 
bridges closed only for the Jewish High Holidays, 
when Israel and Jordan fought the Karaml battle 
in March 1968, and when the pre-fab Bailey 
bridges needed repairs. 

Local and foreign press, senior government of- 
ficials and Arab dignitaries have been invited to 
today’s event. However, some of the latter said 
yesterday that they intended to boycott the open- 
ing of the new concrete terminal, which they say 
reflects Israel’s entrenchment along the present 

frontiers. 

And in fact, huge signs at the site read 
"Welcome to the border post." The bridge haa 
been decreed by the Ministry of the Interior as a 
"recognized international border crossing 
point." 

In contrast to the Israelis, the Jordanians hoist 
no flag on their side of the bridge across the Jor- 
dan River. They believe that their banner should 


be restored along the pre-1967 war frontiers. The 
Jordanian talks with the Israelis about bridge 
matters take place within their concept of the 
“Mixed Armistice Commission" which in effect 
no longer exists. 

Although they are reported to he apprehensive 
over every Israeli move In the neighbourhood, 
the Jordanians are said to be for from disap- 
pointed over the construction of the new ter- 
minal. The 20 -year-old "open bridges" policy has 
been serving both Israeli and Jordanian interests 
— though divergent — in the absence of a settle- 
ment between the two countries. 

Israel sees the policy as a way of reducing 
economic, social and political pressures on the 
inhabitants of the West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
making the local population leas vulnerable to 
unrest. It also provides Israel with better oppor- 
tunltles for promoting acquaintan ce with 
neighbouring Arab lands. 

For Jordan, the open bridges provide access to 
the West Bank, where Amman has been trying to 
maintain Its economic, social and political 
hegemony, despite public statements to the con- 
trary. 

Over a million persons are believed to have 
crossed the bridges in both directions this year. 
The number of travellers last year was close to a 
million. These included 848,000 local Arabs who 
went to Jordan and from there to other Arab 
countries. Some 331,000 of these crossed back. 
Travellers also Included 132,000 visitors from 
neighbouring Arab states. Of these just over 230.* 
000 went back home by the end of last year. The 
rest must have delayed their stay or remained — 
some of them, presumably, illegally. More than 
84,000 tourists and 1,600 diplomats came in while 


19.000 tourists and 1,000 diplomats went out 
across the Allenby Bridge, which is the only one 
to accommodate overseas visitors. 

The Jordan bridges also constitute a crossing 
point for active commercial traffic between the 
administered territories and Jordan. Nearly 30,- 
ooo trucks crossed the Jordan bridges last year 
with a variety of cargoes, ranging from farm 
products to white rocks needed for building in 
Jordan. Exports to Jordan last year amounted to 
iLSSSm. — IL29lm. in agriculture and XL24*m. In 
industry. The imports were worth IL36.6m. — 
IL28.8 in industry and £L?. 8 m. in agriculture. 

Each truck travelling across the Jordan spans 
changes something like ILB.OOQ ($400) per load. 
The reason: "the time it takes and the Invest? 
ment in the vehicle to outfit it for instant security 
inspection." one driver explained, pointing at 
various gadgets on his truck. 

Maintaining security and cot offending the* 
traveller during security inspection are the only 
two problems we face here." said one officer, 
Tuvla, who has become a landmark at the bridge. 

Tuvla recalled one case in which local 
authorities inspected five tons of onions — one by 
one. 

The authorities say there have been no serious 
security problems here, despite a few attempts to 
smuggle subversive leaflets and detonators in 
addition to gold, watches and cigarette paper. 

The authorities here hope that the new ter- 
minal. with its spacious incoming and outgoing 
passenger wings, will help overcome many of the 
grievances the "average innocent" traveller has 
bad to confront. With the blessing of Finance 
Minister Sim ha Ehrlich, they have installed a 
IL 6 xn. air conditioning system toward that end. 


Pet&h Tikva blast 

PETAH TIKVA (Itim). — A bomb 
'went off In a trash-can at the central 
bus station here yesterday. No' one 
was hurt, but a nearby bua bad its 
windows smashed. 

Police immediately cleared the 
station of curious spectators in case 
another bomb had been planted. 
They arrested scores of suspects, 
most of them West Bank inhabitants 
visiting or working In the town. 

Itim notes that this was the fifth 
terrorist bomb to be placed in a 
public place in the town this year. 


Better services urged 
for Nahlat Yehuda 

RISHON LEZION. — The State 
Comptroller has roundly criticized 
shortcomings in the local council of 
Nahlat Yehuda, and has suggested 
that essential services for the small 
township should be taken over by 
neighbouring Rlahon Lezlon. 

The report noted that since an 
earlier plan to merge the two towns 
Had not been Implemented. Rlahon 
Lezlon should at least take over 
responsibility, for proper fees, tor 
the smaller town's services.

HERZLIYA PITUAH. — Purse- 
snatchers have been working the ■ 
hotel area here, according to recent 
police reports.

According to the couple's state- 
ment to the police, they were walking 
toward the Acadia Hotel when a 
young man got out of a white car and ’ 
sat on a bench near the hotel tennis 
courts.

that the purse-snatcher was thin, 
tall, dark, and wore a rolled stocking 
cap on his head. 

In another incident the same even- 
ing. two American women tourists 
were walking from the Sharon Hotel 
to Daniel Towers when two men at- 
tacked them. One of the men tried to 
grab a handbag, but failed. The se- 
cond attacker managed to seize the 
other woman's handbag. The two 
men then fied in a yellow Audi with 
the number plate, 323-022. 

In the woman's purse was $126 in 
cash, $120 In traveller's cheques, a 
U.S. passport and various credit 

c ards. 

Police later last night announced 
that two 25-year-old men from Tel 
Aviv had been arrested in connection 
with the purse snatching Incidents. 


Heroin addict-pusher gets four years 


TEL AVTV (Itim). — A local heroin 
addict was sentenced to four years In 
prison by the District Court here 
yesterday after admitting he had 
traded in the drug. 

David Cohen, 46, who recently 
completed a six-year jail term for a 
similar offence, was found in posses- 
sion of 50 grams of heroin when 


police raided his flat In Rehov 
Mohlllver here. His mother, Esther, 
63 — also facing a drug-pushing 
charge — allegedly hid the drug 
(enough for over 3.000 doses) in her 
brassiere. 

The judge ordered that Cohen be 
yreaned from the drug while he la ser- 
ving out his term.

Observers believed 
he had obtained no solid information 
about the ra Faring persons from the 
talks, during which the Polisario 
criticized what they said was French 
partiality towards Morocco and 
Mauritania. 

Algeria organised public meetings 
throughout the country on Sunday to 
denounce "French military in- 
tervention.” On October 28, France 
dispatched 250 paratroops to 
Senegal, which adjoins Mauritania, 

France has indicated the troops 
may be used to protect French 
technicians working to Mauritania. 
Inevitable speculation has arisen 
that these troops might also be used 
to an Entebbe-etyle commando raid 
to rescue the French hostages. 

As of mid-afternoon, Algeria had 
not reacted officially to the warning 
of the Moroccan king. The Algerian 
radio had not even mentioned King 
Hassan IPs speech, nor did 
newspapers nor the official Algerian 
news agency.

Sparked by dismissal of army minister 

‘Armed rebellion threatened 
Brazil three weeks ago’ 


SAG PAULO (UPI), — Brazil was on 
{the threshold of a coup d'etat three 
'weeks ago as a result of President 
Ernesto Gelsel'a dismissal of Army 
Minister Gen. Sylvio Frota, "O 
Estado de Sao Paulo" reported 
yesterday. 

On October 12 (the day Gelsel dis- 
missed Frota), there were "troop 
‘movements, armed contingencies on 
both rides, attempts at rebellion and 
.non-obedience of the presidential 
(decision, and plans to transport 
troops from different parts of the 
country to militarily decide the con- 
frontation begun by the mtniKtPT- 
against the president," the 
newspaper stated. 

It said It based its report on "par- 
tial and still Incomplete" informa- 
tion gathered during the past three 
weeks in congress and in the 
presidential palace. 

At the time, Gelsel said he had dis- 
missed Frota for "personal 
reasons.” 

Frota, considered a hardliner, was 
one of the top contenders to succeed 


Gelsel when his term expires in IS 
months. 

In a note distributed after Ms dis- 
missal, Frota accused Gelsel of 
allowing Ms government to be in- 
filtrated by cammurfists, of not in- 
vestigating government corruption, 
and of being soft on leftists. 

Frota also tried to obtain the sup- 
port of other military commanders 
and went so for as to order the 
presidential palace surrounded by 
troops, the newspaper said. 

But most of the generals whose 
support Frota sought turned him 
down and expressed their loyalty to 
Gelsel. 

Frota and the few officers who 
supported Mm eventually gave up 
( their plans after realising they were 
unable to muster enough armed sup- 
port. the newspaper said. 

Gelsel, aware of the possibility of 
an armed rebellion, placed troops on 
alert across the country, including a 
tank bat talio n near Brasilia and 
specially-trained parachutists who 
were ready to fly in from Rio. 


CANBERRA, Australia (AP). —

The wniwri»t«w said early tests show 
the new compounds to be effective 
against a wide range of insect pests, 
jiwinfflng the housefly, bushfiy , fruit 
fly. mosquito, hide beetle, cluster 
caterpillar, granary weevil and flour 
beetle. 

The new rfwTnicsls promise to be 
of "world Importance" and could be 
on the market by 1981, Webster said. 

'On the basis of preliminary testa, 
the new compounds are among the 
most potent insecticides known to 
science, yet massive doses of one of 
them injected into laboratory mice 
produced no fl] effects,” he said.

Tug-of-war ends over IRA corpse 


BALLINA, Ireland (AP). — A 
macabre tug-of-war between the 
Irish Republican Army and the Irish 
Government Mm come to an end with 
the reinterment of the body at IRA 
guerrilla Frank Stagg in a 
Republican" plot. 

IRA sympathizers secretly dug up 
the body of Frank Stagg on Saturday 
night from a bleak, windswept 
cemetery near here and moved it 70 
metres to a "Republican” plot where 
another IRA man is buried. Stagg's 
family was told of the reinterment 
in a telephone call from IRA sym- 
pathizers. 

Irish officials said yesterday 
police would try to apprehend the 
IRA sympathizers who carried out 
the reburial. But they said It was un- 
likely the body of Stagg would-be- re- 
ochumed. , 

“Stagg, -who died in February 1976 
to a British jail, was a member of the 
Provisional wing of the IRA. He had 
been on a fll-day hanger strike. 

The IRA pledged when Stagg vfas 
originally buried that he would be 
reinterred In a “hero’s grave," the 
Republican site denied to Mm by the 
Government, 

For several months after the 


burial, police kept watch an the 
grave to insure it -was not touched. 
The cemetery is about two km*, 
from ***tht>» and 200 metre s from 
the nearest dwelling. 

An IRA team, which reportedly in- 
cluded a priest, burrowed under & 
one-metre concrete slab laid over 
Stagg's grave by authorities and 
removed the coffin. He was 
reinterred, supposedly with' "foil 

military honours," next to Mi chael 
Gaughan, another convicted XELA 
man and a friend of Stagg. 

Stagg. who was 32 when he died, 
had been serving a 12-year sentence 
for IRA activities In Britain.

MOSCOW. — The curtain opens to 
reveal a wall-size picture of the 
Winter Palace to Petrograd. On a 
miniature stage in front of the pic- 
ture ore hundreds of figures depic- 
ting the Bolshevik-led 
revolutionaries charging across an 
open square toward the p alace. 

Inspiring music to the background 
grows fonder as a man’s voice tells 
the story of that November night in 
1917 (October by the Russian calen- 
dar of the time, which leads to the 
Russian reference to the October 
Revolution).

“It was areal battle," the voice In- 
tones. 

So goes the official version of the 
storming of the Winter Palace and 
the birth of the modern Soviet state 
that is dispensed at Moscow’s 
Museum of the Revolution. It is the 
reason for this week’s Mg 60th an- 
niversary celebration here. 

It Is also a bit of a historical 
overstatement. The sto rmi ng at the 
Winter Palace was not really much 
of a battle. The Bolshevik take-over 
an November 7 and 8, 1917, was ac- 
tually an almost Moodl e ss coup. 

By contrast, the subsequent battle 
lor control of Moscbw lasted several 
days and claimed as many as 3,000 
lives. One could argue that the tur- 
ning point to the Bolshevik Revbtu- ■ 
tton came not with the storming of 
the Winter Palace hut with the sur- 
render of the Kremlin eight days 

l ater . 

Eves though Petrograd (sow 
Leningrad) was the seat of govern- 
ment in 1917, Moscow was stifl the 
symbol of Russia. Then, aa now, it 
was the largest city to the country 
and the Kremlin was its sp iri tual 
citadel. Russia’s critical railroad 
network branched out from Moscow 
like spokes from the hub of a wheel, 
"Had Moscow held, it would have 
been a critical challenge to the 
Bolsheviks,” a student of the revolu- 
tion said. “Had there been a loyal 
government in Moscow, the 
Bolsheviks In Petrograd almost cer- 
tainly couldn’t have held power." 

. Lenin confirmed that assessment 
when he dispatched reinforcements 
from Petrograd to help with the bat- 
tle for Moscow five days after he 
took power.

But Israel believed her security rested neftoifoff 
legitimization from Yasser Arafat nor on guarantees 
from outside powers. 

“We know best what is good for us,” declared Golda to 
warn applause. Emphaaizfaigthe unity of the Jewish peo- 
ple, she said: “You and we are fighting the same battle.” 

In vitality and dramatic spark. Meir may have upstag- 
ed the after-dinner theatrical version of her life at the 
first New York preview of “Golds.” 

Mrs. Meir joined a thousand or so Bonds leaden who 
had assembled for the event from all parts of the U.S. and 
Canada and left the hotel to drive a few to the

In Us unit, men addressed him, as 
was the Falmach wont, by his 
nickname.

Though he never uses an 
emotionally loaded word to describ- 
ing men — they were all equal to 
him, in life and to death — Motta 
cannot bin admir ation for the 
real fighting m«i One of them was 
“gupapo,” officially Seren Saadia 
ESkayaxn,. “a superb field cr e at ur e 
whose means of existence were a 
jeep, coffee and cigarettes.” When 
“Supapo” felt Instinctively that 
“something was 19 ,“ he went to bed 
to his einthws in order not to lose a 
moment if tbe caQ came. Bed sheets, 
pyjamas or showers he considered 
as luxuries “which led the 
Americans to lose their chance to 
win to Korea." “Supapo" was killed 
in action in the raid on Gaza. 
Another much admired fighting man 
was "Gulliver," otherwise Rav- 
Seren Yitzhak Ben-Menahem, who 
took over the command of Compay D 
when Motta was wounded at K han 
Yanis. Gulliver, too, was killed in ac- 
tion. 

Company D emerged, ta the end, 
as a courageous unit of dogged 
fighters. But it was not until the men 
took part in real fighting and came 
under enemy fire that they realized, 
both their community of destiny and 
why they had bad to train so hard. 
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LISTENING to the fourth broadcast 
In the series “Israel, to the Year 
2000” (Second Programme, SaL, 
1205 hrs), the main impression gain- 
ed from the experts discussing this 
country's energy problems is that we 
wfll have to get the experts to agree 
among themselves on some of the 
more basic facts. 

Take local energy resources, for 
example. 

Professor Avihu Gtosburg (head of 
the Geophysical Department and 
Interplanetary Research at Tel Aviv 
University) told us be believed that 
existing but still untapped oil 
reserves could cover 30-100 per cent 
(or more) of the country's re- 
quirements during the mming two 
decades (and that Investment in 
accelerated prospecting was 
therefore justified). 

Bhmuel Ofry of the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce added that 
' _ "20-30 1 'per cent” cocilcS^ be derived 
from peat, shale and the hydroelec- 
:tric" "Medlterranean-to-Dead "'Sea 
project (now the subject of a 
feasibility study). At least 4 per cent 
mare could come from solar energy 
and if the entire Dead Sea were to be 
converted into a solar pool this alone 
could cover half of the country’s 
(present) fuel requirements. 

The dissenting voice of Dr. Moshe 
Nelken of the Israel Electric Coin 
poration challenged these “facts.” 
They were based on the moderator's 
assumption that electricity con- 
sumption figures would Increase 
only two and a half times by the end 
of the century. Which was a mis- 
calculation. Electric Corporation ex- 
pertfl, Nelken continued, had set the 
estimate at a TnfntTrmm of five-fold. 
.Even a threefold Increase should 
| be discounted as “too pessimistic” 
since the implications of such a 
“low" rate were that the country's 
economy was stagnating and that 
immigration, economic develop- 
ment to general and other critical 
aspects of the country’s economy 
had slowed down dangerously. 

Dr. Nelken would hitch the coun- 
try's future energy (electricity) 
supply to nuclear and coal fuelled 
power stations, although some of the 
power stations In operation today 
would still be going strong by the end 
•of the century. 

■ Uzi Eilem of the Atomic Energy 
Commission set the share of nuclear 
energy to this country's electricity 
supply (by the year 2000) at some 70 
per cent of the national total. The ad- 
ditional 30 pecent would come from 
conventional (fossil) fuels (10 per 
cent), and various other resources 
(20 per cent). He did not discount tbe 
gradual introduction of “exotic" 
fuels such as hydrogen, which were 
now being explored. 

It was generally agreed that such 
fuels were an inviting prospect and 
that among the various projects now 
under way was a Hebrew University 
scheme for the (relatively) cheap 
production of hydrogen* 

Unsolved problems: The gigantic 
costs involved in most of the 
schemes. The five or six nuclear 
power stations of at least one 
megawatt each would pose very for- 
midable financing problems. The 
development of technologies (solar 
energy, hydrogen production etc.,) 
were also all very costly. Of course, 
a breakthrough to any one of these 
fields could put Israel “on the map” 
politically, as well as from the scien- 
tific and economic aspects. 

Revealed: the rift between the 
Electric Corporation and the scien- 
tists. The Electric Corporation bases 
Its plans on a five to six fold Increase 
to power requirements by the end of 
the decade. This Is disputed both as

Declaration. (Sat. 2 nd Programme

Palestine. If all Mr. All on wanted to 
say was that Balfour didn't know 
what or how much he was giving us

(Balfour's) pledge was not exceeded 
by the post-1967 borders. That's the 
point I'm trying to make.

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — 
"Finance Minister Sim ha Ehrlich 
offered me the choice of continuing 
as managing director of El A1 or 
becoming chairman of the board," 
Mordechai Ben-Ari revealed yester- 
day. 

The offer was made on October 7, 
and a week later Ben-Ari told the 
minister that he would prefer to 
move up to the post of executive 
chairman. 

Ben-Ari said that as chairman he 
will not be Involved in the day-to-day 
running of the company, which will 
be the province of successor as 
managing director, Mordechai Hod. 

Ben-Ari sees his function as being 
responsible for planning, policy- 
making, budgets, and the proper 
operation of the board of El A1 and its 
daughter companies. 

The outgoing managing director of 
El A1 made these comments to 
reporters here prior to his departure 
for the annual meeting of the Inter- 
national Air Transport Association. 
(IATA) which opens in Madrid to- 
day. 


While there, Ben-Ari will press for 
tougher security measures by the 
airlin es. He will also seek LATA ap- 
proval for his proposal for low-cost 
“holiday fares." 

There were no further indications 
yesterday as to the future of Cal, the 
cargo company established and part- 
ly owned by Mordechai Hod. As yet 
no decision has been taken about the 
purchaser of Hod's shares, though El 
A1 appears the most likely customer. 

The decision on the appointment of 
a new managing director for Cal is 
unlikely before a decision Is taken on 
the ownership of the company. 

Meanwhile, Mordechai Hod, who 
will become managing-director of El 
A1 on November 20, does not believe 
any benefit would be derived from 
closing the airline. 

“Curing El Al's Ills does not re- 
quire its closure; It is a company 
with considerable human and 
economic potential," he told Israel 
Radio last night. 

This statement follows the threat 
of closure which has been held over 
the company by the Government 
Since a series of strikes and sanc- 
tions disrupted services a couple of 
months ago. 


Tamir heads c’ttee

Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

The Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday decided that several 
| dozen types at private vehicles class- 
ed as "commercial" to. income tax 
expense purposes would from 
December 1 be classed as “private." 
This will apply no matter what struc- 
tural alterations had been made in 
them, or would be made In the 
future, to adapt them to a commer- 
i clal classification. 

The expenses which can be claim- 
ed as deductible In the a nn ual in- 
come tax return are much higher for 
commercial vehicles than for 
private vehicles. 

Aa a result, owners of vehicles 
with rear doors, or with closed sides, 
got them supplied with a ‘‘commer- 
cial” licence and thus claimed larger 
expenses on them. Owners who 
bought a car with closed sides and 
then put windows In, were still able 
to claim expenses as though they 
were driving commercial vehicles. 

The owner of a private cor who 
I drives leas than 12,000km. a year win 


from now on not be allowed any car 
deductions, even if he uses the ear 
for business purposes. On the other 
-hand, the owner of a true "commer- 
cial" vehicle, even if he travels less 
than 12,000km. a year, may deduct 

part of his car expenses 

The 'above ruling creates a 
problem for the Insurance com- 
panies. Although these passenger 
cars are now "non-commercial" for 
tax purposes, for practical and in- 
surance purposes they are still 
“commercial" vehicles. Since rates 
are higher for “commercial" 
vehicles, the insurance companies 
want to continue to collect the higher 
premiums and may fight for this 
earlier "commercial" status of 
these cars. 


Soap company charged 
with massive tax fraud 

TEL AVIV (I dm). — The Teth-Beth 
oD and soap company and three of Its 
managers were charged in the 
District Court here yesterday with 
evading tax on TTAm. of the com- 
pany's income and with not declar- 
ing IL5m. In stocks to the tax 
authorities.

Yeshayahu Rosenblum, 61, Ezra 
Berger, 46, and his brother, Yoram 
Berger, 38, are also accused of con- 
spiring to defraud the tax authorities 
in 1974 and of falsifying accounts. 
The charge sheet alleges that the 
three managers registered several 
expenditures in their plant which 
were in fact gifts to Teth-Beth 
employees.

Despite widespread complaints by 
exporters, the Bank ot Israel insists 
that according to Ita calculations 
most Industrial branches will be 
better off than before as a result of 
the New Economic Policy. 

Nevertheless, In some branches 
profitability has declined and some 
enterprises will have to shut down, 
unless they Increase their efficiency. 
According to the Bank of Israel, no 
assistance should be given to any In- 
dustry now, and the economy must 
be allowed to settle down to the new 
conditions. 'Those enterprises which 
have been hurt will have to adjust 
and find ways to cut costs. 

The Treasury and the Ministry of 
Industry are of the same view and 
economists In both ministries say 
that one must wait to see what In- 
dustries have been hurt and to what 
extent 

There Is, In any case, no intention 
to come to the help of enterprises 
now, and certainly not through 
manipulating the exchange rate. If It 
should turn out, after an adjustment 
period, that aid to certain industries 
is necessary, other ways than 
devaluing the pound will be sought. 

According to the bank's 
calculations, the plastics and rubber 
industry has been the hardest hit — 
by a 5.2 per cent drop in the effective 
exchange rate. The branch accounts 
for 4.7 per cent of all industrial ex- 
ports. The second industry to have 
suffered is textiles, where the effec- 
tive exchange rate received has 
declined by one per cent. The In- 
dustry accounts for 16.8 per cent of 
exports. The chemical industry, 
which accounts for 15.7 per cent of 
the total, has lost 2.7 per cent of Its 
effective exchange rate. 

This means that 37 per cent of In- 
dustrial exports are now worse off 
than before. 

The critical problem with these in- 
dustries Is that many enterprises, es- 


pecially In textiles, are located In 
development towns where they are 
the major source of employment. 
Shutdowns may therefore lead to 
local unemployment, with no alter- 
natives in sight. 

The Bonk of Israel eQho says that In 
other branches the profitability d£ 
exports, at an exchange rate of IL1B 
per dollar, has gone up. In the food 
Industry, which Is responsible for 
13.S per cent of all Industrial exports, 
the effective exchange rate has gone 
up by 4.2 per cent. In leather 
products, which export 0,7 per cent 
of the total, the gain is os much as 
nine per cent. 

Basic metal Industries have gain- 
ed 6.1 per cent, metal products and 
machinery are better off by 2.5 per 
cent (they export 21 per cent of in- 
dustrial exports), electrical and 
electronic products have benefited 
by 1.5 per cent, with 10 per cent of ex- 
ports, and transport equipment has a 
7.1 per cent higher exchange rate. 

The bank assumes, of course, that 
enterprises received export incen- 
tives according to their true 
domestic added value. If this is not 
the case — and by tacit agreement 
between the enterprises and the of- 
ficials In the Ministry of Industry it 
apparently Is not — then the gains 
calculated by the central bank may 
hide a real loss. The Bank of Israel 
has not found a solution for this 
problem, for there Is no way to 
ascertain the "upgrading" of 
domestic added' value which seems 
to have been common practice. 

Industry sources say that enter- 
prises often submitted coist 
calculations, for the purpose of es- 
tablishing their added value content, 
which favoured them, while the 
Ministry of Industry, eager to 
promote exports, closed an eye to the 
practice and fell in with the subter- 
fuge. 

Industry Minister Yigal Hurvltz 
has appointed a committee to In- 
vestigate the problem. 


NEP may bring economic 
miracle, Friedman predicts 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — Nobel 
Prize-winning economist Milton 
Friedman predicted in an article in 
‘Newsweek" yesterday that if Israel 
maintains Its shift to a free market 
economy, it will emulate West Ger- 
many's economic miracle after 
World War IL 

Writing In the current edition of 
the weekly magazine, Friedman 
said the measures announced late 
last month "may also convert Israel 
into a major financial centre, a par- 
tial replacement for Beirut..." 


Dr. Friedman, winner of the Nobel 
Prize In 1976, was Invited to help 
reshape Israel's economic system 
after the Likud Party took over 
power following its election victory 
last May. 

The measures, aimed at transfor- 
ming Israel's socialist economy Into 
free market capitalism. Include 
abolition of foreign exchange con- 
trols, floating of the currency, 
elimination of export incentives and 
Import levies, and a reduction of sub- 
sidies on basic commodities.

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Hasty rejections 


A NEW FORMULA for the settlement of the dispute over the 
future of the West Bank has been advanced by President 
Carter’s national security adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 

It calls for the conversion of the area into an autonomous, 
demilitarized province of Jordan, whose frostier with Israel 
would remain open, and in which Israel could maintain a tem- 
porary. though indefinite, “non-offensive” military presence. 

At least one aspect of this proposal goes against the grain of 
Israel majority thinking, for it would allow only “relatively 
minor but 'necessary' adjustment of the frontier” in Israel's 
favour. Another aspect — the relation, if any, between the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip — is left unclarified. It is also arguable 
that a temporary military presence would be a recipe for 
endless friction. 

But there is also some patent merit in the suggestion. For one 
thing, it implies, in its published form, the abandonment by the 
U.S. of any notion of an independent West Bank-Gaza Strip state 
ruled over by the PLO. By the same token, it disposes of any 
need for PLO representation at Geneva. 

Dr. Brzezinski chose not to make this formula part of any of- 
ficial record, but he let It be publicized through the unorthodox 
agency of “The New York Times" roving correspondent Cyrus 
L. Sulzberger. There was no need therefore for any official reac- 
tion to it in Jerusalem. 

Nevertheless, Prime Minister Menahem Begin saw fit to re- 
ject it out of hand almost as soon as it appeared in print. He did 
so in coming_out of the_ Cabinet session on Sund ay. Ju dea and 
Samaria, he repealed, would not be transferred to any foreign 
sovereignty. 

How Mr. Begin contrives to reconcile this attitude with his oft 
stated assertion that everything is negotiable in Geneva, is a 
puzzle that only he is in a position to solve. It would, however, be 
interesting to learn whether Deputy Prime Minister Ylgael 
Y&din, wip used to advocate territorial compromise in the West 
Bank under peace — and on whom the proposal was first tried in 
Washington — is of a mind with Mr. Begin on the subject. 

Earlier, the Cabinet turned down President Sadat’s reported 
Idea of a working group to prepare the Geneva peace talks. The 
Cabinet decided that it would not allow any variation from the 
terms of the Israei-American "working paper” on the 
procedures to be followed in reconvening Geneva. 

This, too, is something of a puzzle. Mr. Be gin's Cabinet — the 
designation is not merely rhetorical — would have been acting 
with prudence had they decided that no preparatory discussions 
would be a substitute for Geneva; and that Geneva would be a 
mere rubber stamp for an Imposed solution worked out in ad- 
vance by the Arabs and their patrons. 

It is, however, difficult to see what useful purpose is being 
served by summary dismissal of an offer that could easily be 
bent Israeli way. A “working paper" is one thing; a working 
group might be a forum for the kind of ministerial con vernations 
endorsed by Mr. Begin himself a few months ago. 

Just the other day, Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan warned 
against any letup in the diplomatic momentum, even if it does 
not yield full-fledged peace In the Immediate future. It would be 
Interesting to learn how he feels on this subject. 


A new far^ak for El A1 


-THE CHANGE of guard in El A1 that was announced this week 
represents a necessary and welcome initiative on the part of the 
authorities. The new Transport Minister. Meir Amit, adopted a 
recommendation made by the Ministerial Committee on El Al, 
to reorganize the top leadership in the country's national air- 
line. 

This is a more positive measure than just waiting for the next 
strike. The Government had made it clear that the country Is 
, sick and tired of El Al’ s work disputes. If any ol the many 
workers' committees resort to industrial action, the whole 
enterprise will be closed down. The two new appointments are a 
step to prevent such action from happening, with all the damag- 
ing consequences that must ensue. 

The recruitment of former air force chief Mordechai Hod to 
reinforce veteran El Al executive Ben-Ari is a warning of 
tougher management attitudes to come. Ben-Ari is unrivalled in 
his capacities on the commercial side. Indeed that was his 
responsibility before he succeeded Ephraim Ben-Artzi as 
Managing-Director. It Is to be hoped that Ben-Ari’s new post as 
chairman of the board — “active chairman" Is the phrase used 
in the communique — will permit him to continue dominating 
that area of Ei Ai’s activities. 

Hod should concentrate on the operational side — which in- 
cludes labour relations. And here lies the challenge. Labour 
relations are the only sector in the airline’s performance which 
can be described as a failure. A new hand is needed at this par- 
ticular helm. 

The first subject to be discussed by the two chiefs will be what 
to do about Cal — the privately-owned air-freight company in 
which Hod owns 49 per cent of the shares. 

All along, Ben-Ari wanted Col to be part of El Al. Hod was 
staunchly against, owing to the need for competition. It would 
be improper If he changed his mind just because he has joined 
the bigger company. Competition has proved itself, by reducing 
air-freight prices, to the benefit of Israel's export trade. 

Motti Hod will have to sell his shares in Cal. But it is to be 
hoped that he does not offer them to El Al, and that Transport 
Minister Amit will not instruct El Al to buy them.

Clawing it back from the haves Dry Bones 


Universal social services are 
costly and wasteful, writes 
MELVIN MOGULOF, who 


would like the government to in- 
troduce graduated insurance 
schemes instead.

THE ASSUMED value of universal 
social services for which. Dr. Bliezer 
Jaffa argued in these columns on Oc- 
tober 27 — lies In their general 
availability without regard to a 
demanding ''means'* test. It has 
often been observed, however, that 
universal services such as free 
schooling, children's allowances and 
subsidized feeds serve the middle 
classes as well as the poor. And plac- 
ed against the benefits of universali- 
ty are its costs. 

The chief problem, of course, is 
that -of targeting — with universal 
services, a precious amount of 
society's resources go to the wrong 
people. It is probably true, for In- 
stance, that many of the people 
reading this article are not in need of 
a subsidy far their bread. 

Those who warm to the idea of un- 
iversal services must not Ignore the 
fact that a universal service is only 
universal according to Its own terms 
of reference. With regard to the 
society as a whole, all services are 
selective. By virtue of the political 
process, a universal service is 
selected to deal with some problems, 
thus deflecting resources from other 
services. For example. If children's 
allowances were granted more 
selectively, we might use the money 
saved to Improve our roads and 
■properly police them, thus perhaps 
reducing the homicide we practise 
on each other. 

Would the benefits of a highway 
programme exceed the costs of mak- 
ing children's allowances selective? 

I don't know. But those who deter- 
mine policy might consider how 
many children's lives could be saved 
if we moved some of the children’s 
allowances to other socially useful 
efforts. 


system is subject to large-scale, 
fraud and non-filing of returns, then 
many of those who can most afford 
to pay and are not doing so are get- 
ting a free ride through universal 
services. It is had enough that tax 
abuse is known to be widespread In 
Israel. I’m not sure why we have to 
support the tax-abuser’s purchase of 
bread. 

• it ie true that our interdependence 
requires that some services be' un- 
iversally available. Education is a 
good example. All of US are threaten- 
ed if some of us ore uneducated; 
therefore, education should be com- 
pulsory for everyone. 

The element of compulsion may In 
fact be the key to tbe whole question. 
If society cannot run the risk of a 
particular social condition (in this 
case, ignorance), then it must 
provide the necessary service to 
remedy the condition, without 
charge. Obviously, rich and 
progressive societies should con- 
tinuously redefine the conditions 
which threaten them and provide the 
remedies on a universal basis. 

But is Israel rich enough, and la 
its taxation system competent 
enough, to support the broad range 
of public assistance currently being 
provided to those with tbe ability to 
pay? 

Another principle is that when a 
service is universal, we need to be 
careful that certain marginal coats 
don’t distort the intended effect. For 
example, charging for food, trips, 
books, and so on Is a clear betrayal 
of the universality of education. 


ONCE THOSE concerned about 
social welfare conquer their tenden- 
cy to respond automatically and 
positively to the term "universal" 
and begin to think In terms of costs 
and benefits for every social service, 
there are a number of principles 
which they might use to guide their 
analysis. 

One of them is that the only 
guarantee of equity in a universal 
service is the ability of government 
to “daw back" from those with the 
ability to pay for the service, 
through taxation. If the tax system is 
not sufficiently progressive, or if the' 


MANY of the problems that a society 
should be concerned about occur in 
an unpredictable way or ore a func- 
tion of the aging process. Mental and 
physical ill-health, job related dis- 
ability; and unemployment are all 
socially (as well as personally) 
burdensome. 

A rich society with a progressive 
and well-administered tax system 
could afford to universalize services 
and payments to compensate for 
these disabilities. In Israel, these 
possibilities should be covered by an 
all-risk insurance plan, with 
premiums collected on the basis of 
ability to pay. The service or com- 
pensation would be universally 
provided, with a decent minimum 
and escalated payments depending 
on the amount of the premium. 


Social insurance- schemes, with 
adequate minimum protection for 
the poor, and based on the ability to 
pay, are excellent policy In- 
struments. They have true advan- 
tage of making the consumer 
sovereign in the purchase of a ser- 
vice, and do not turn him into a client 
of a government sponsored service. 

What would be the consequences if 
these concepts Informed tbe delivery 
of services' in Israel? Obviously, In- 
discriminate subsidization would be 
phased out — everything from bread 
to children’s allowances. In its place, 
Israel would have to consider a 
negative Income tax In- addition to 
taking from the "rich" via taxes, 
which we do sot do vary well, we 
would give to the "poor," end only to 
the poor, via the tax return. With a 
negative income tax, given the 
current fiscal condition, we would 
still have to resort to the government 
printing press for money, but we 
would need appreciably less than we 
currently do. 

Moreover, social Insurance would 
be available to all, and compensa- 
tion would be adequate and 
graduated. It would also be based on 
the rational premise that those who 
can afford it will pay the most. 

But even if one accepts this con- 
ceptual scheme, is It possible that It 
will be Implemented? Probably not 
— certainly not In the span of one 
government. 

Government is often a very poor 
provider of services. What 
governments can do well is ad- 
minister cash transfer programmes 
and set and enforce service stan-. 
dards. Services for poor people need 
not decline if government Is doing its 
job as a monitor of standards of per- 
formance. 

Undoubtedly, shine people In 
Israel' will become “poor" if 
children's allowances are ter- 
minated. But children’s allowances , 
subsidies and other universal 
benefits are too gross- as social tools, 
'and too costly, in terms of tbe alter- 
native programmes that could be un- 
dertaken, to be treated as sacred 
cows. □

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NEGOTIATING WITH THE PLO

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — Israel desperately needs 
U.S. support, and for a wide variety 
of reasons the U.S. is anxious to lend 
such support. Yet this vast reservoir 
of sympathy is being eroded by two 
aspects of Israeli policy that simply 
are incomprehensible to most 
Americans. These are the settlement 
of the West Bank and the refusal to 
negotiate with the FLO. 

Much. has been said about the West 
Bank settlement policy and the U.S. 
attitudes towards it- Considerably 
less attention has been given to the 
issue of who the negotiating parties 
should and should not be. 

This Is not to say that Israel’s 
great reluctance to negotiate with 
the PLO is necessarily incorrect. It 
is entirely understandable, but the 


monstrosity of dealing with the PLO 
Is far less obvious to the vest of tbe 
world than it is to the Israelis and 
their most ardent supporters. The 
question of the appropriate forms of 
violence to be used In pursuit of 
national ends has never been solved 
and, In recent years, all of us have 
witnessed a long series of violent, 
perhaps immoral revolutions 
succeeding and the countries of the 
world resolving themselves to deal 
with the revolutionaries. The PLO is 
no exception. 

The point is not that Israel is wrong 
In Its antipathy towards the PLO, but 
whether Israel can afford this at- 
titude. Certainly Americans can be 
terribly sympathetic with Israeli 
resistance to an independent Palesti- 
nian state, their need for defensible 
borders, and a whole range of other 


requirements. Few of us can really 
sympathize with tbe refusal to 
negotiate with that very group who is 
at the centre of the conflict. The fact 
is that, no matter how bitter tbe pill. 
Israel simply must swallow it if it ex- 
pects to continue to get tbe kind of 
support ft needs and deserves from 
tbe United States and the Western 
World.

But tn Israeli administration In the 
territories, the report states, “there 
are documented reports of the °* 
extreme physical and psychological 
pressures daring Interrogation* ana 
Instances of brutality by tadlvidnal 
Interrogators cannot bo Tided out. 

The report also cites instances of 
excessive use of force by troops In 


protest demonstrations by Arabs 
and destruction of homes of Arabs 
suspected of complicity with 
terrorists. 

The report says the State Depart- 
ment “has received in recent months 
significantly fewer allegations of tor- 
ture in Iran than was the case in 
previous years and does not believe 
torture. has been used recently.” 

The report cites charges that there 
are deficiencies of due process in 
Iranian military courts trying 
security cases. But it states' In a 
prologue as background that groups 
of extreme leftist and rightist 
terrorists with foreign support have 
murdered a number of Iranian of- 
ficials and six Americans. And it 
says that recent changes in the 
military legal system are “potential- 
ly significant” improvements. 

The prohibition of political opposi- 
tion to the Shah Is dealt with in a 
roundabout way. “Some Iranians 
overseas. Including students. 


regularly criticise the Iranian 
political system, including 
limitations on political expression," 
it says. 

The human rights report is 
delivered to Congress each year for 
every country which receives U.S. 
arms or economic aid. 

State Department officials, speak- 
ing privately, have indicated that 
they consider the reports to be an un- 
necessary irritant in foreign 
relations because many nations, con- 
sider it arrogant of the U.S. to 
evaluate human rights in other

Syrians throw tanks against 
Christian sector of Beirut 


BEIRUT. — The Syrian army threw 
heavy tanks into battle yesterday 

against Lebanese forces in a third 
dayof dogged street flgttfo* which 

has turned Christian east Beirut into 

a ghoet town. . . aon 

Clashes were reported between 
elements of Lebanon’s army — sou 
being rebuilt after the civil war — 
and the Syrian troops who halted 
that war 15 months ago under an 
Arab League peace-keeping man- 
date. . 

These clashes were in the eastern 
suburb of Fayyadieh, where the 
flare-up began on Tuesday. . 

In' Beirut itself, Syrians and 
rightist Lebanese militiamen y eater - 
day blasted each other on three 

fronts. . 

Rightist commanders a ala tne 
Syrians had been trying to move 
reinforcements into the eastern dis- 
trict of Aahrafiyeh, in the heart of 
Christian Beirut. But they had been 
stopped by fierce resistance. 

The sharp bark of heavy tank guns 
from Syrian positions facing the dis- 
trict echoed through Asbraflyeh s 
deserted streets for much of the. day. 


The rightists countered with heavy 
machineguns and rocket-propelled 
grenades. 

. Reliable right-wing sources said 
the Syrians were moving armoured 
reinforcements. Including modem 
Soviet-built T-62 tanks, to the eastern 
hills overlooking Beirut on three 
routes. 

The commander of an embattled 
Lebanese garrison yesterday gave 
Syrian forces 24 hours to lift their 
siege or face a counter-attack by his 
600 troops. 

The garrison, five kilometres out- 
side Beirut, came under Syrian tank 
and rocket fire yesterday. 

Colonel Antoine Baraka t’s war- 
ning to “move from defence to 
offence” was taken here as a sign 
that he may undertake a 
breakthrough attempt because he, 
was running short of ammunition 
and food supplies. 

Meanwhile, Lebanese President 
wuhh Sarkis dispatched a three-man 
delegation to Damascus for talks 
with Syrian President Hafez Assad 
on arrangements to stop the fighting.

Soviets arrest 
Jew on eve 
of departure 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — A Soviet Jew, arrested 
while making final preparations to 
leave for Israel, was to have been 
put on trial yesterday in Tashkent on 
trumped-up charges of bribery, The 
Jerusalem Post learned yesterday. 

Ya'acov Kan din ov. a dentist who 
was told he may go on aliya after 
four years of waiting for permission, 
could be sentenced to between seven 
and 15 years in prison if convicted. 

Last October the family was told 
that permission for their emigration 
had arrived. The family began pack- 
ing , and disposing of their 
possessions, and was scheduled to 
leave the USSR on November 19. 

Several days before the departure 
date, Kandinov took his two ant ique 
vases to the local Culture Ministry 
office to obtain permission to take 
them out of the country. Soviet law 
stipulates that such permission Is 
required, and a fee must be paid. 
Kandinov asked for the fee estimate 
and for a permit.

Mail backlog will take 
a few days to clear

Post offices re-opened and mail 
deliveries resumed yesterday 
following a three-day wanting strike 
by the nation’s 5,500 postal workers. 
As postal employees were hard at 
work clearing up the mail backlog, 
officials at the Ministry of Com- 
munications yesterday could only 
"hope” the men would not go out on 
strike again soon. 

The Monday-through-Wednesday 
suspension of the malls and the 
telegram services was ordered by 
the Postal Service's national works 
committee, in demand of a 40 per 
cent pay hike retroactive to last 
August 

Communications Minister Meir 
Amlt’s response was a flat refusal to 
negotiate such a demand since the 
workers' current contract has less 
than three weeks till expiry. 

A few hours after services were 
resumed yesterday morning, postal 
worker leaders met with Shlomo 
Ambar. the Ministry’s director of 
postal services. 

Workers' representatives remind- 
ed Ambar that their contract 
guaranteed them any wage Increase 


won by other government 
employees, even after they — the 
postal workers — had signed their 
contract. They cited the 40 per cent 
raise won by civil aviation workers 
In August 1977 as one example. 

In reply. Ambar noted that the 
civil aviation workers’ pay increase 
came after they had been 
transferred from the status of civil 
servants to that of public authority 
workers. If the postal workers con- 
tested the validity of this difference 
as a cause for pay differential, the 
ministry would be willing to submit 
to mutually agreed arbitration. 

Last night. Ambar told The 
Jerusalem Post: "We are delighted 
to have our people back at their jobs, 
and they are already hard at work 
clearing* up the backlog. It will take a 
few days, though. 

"As for our meeting today, both 
sides clarified their positions. The 
works committee Informed me that 
they have set February 21 as the 
deadline for achieving their goals. I 
replied that we will maintain con- 
tinuous contact with them. All I can 
say now Is that I hope we shall reach 
some arrangement before that date, 
to avert another shutdown of the 
postal services." 


Hope seen for endfp seamen "strike"

HAIFA. — The seamen's unions and 
the shipping companies were yester- 
day keeping a low profile in the ex- 
pectation that the other side was 
about to make the necessary con- 
cessions to end the strike. Both sides 
are muting the dispute and both 
appeared confident last night that a 
settlement may be In sight. 

After the Zim board of directors 
refrained on Wednesday evening 
from implementing a previous deci- 
sion to partially liquidate its Israeli 
fleet, the seamen yesterday 
reciprocated. At an informal hearing 
in the district court of complaints by 
five owners of cargoes on two ships, 
Zlm's Hongkong and Jasmine, which 


are struck outside Haifa port, the 
seamen agreed to bring the ships In 
for unloading, without the compul- 
sion of a court order. 

Under prompting of Judge Eliezer 
Bar the sides worked out an agree- 
ment, but postponed its execution 
until Sunday morning, at the request 
of the unions, who Intimated that the 
strike may be ended by then.

was serving a life sentence in Italian 
prisons for directing the reprisal 
slaying of 535 civilians in Rome on 
May 24, 1944. 

His weight had dropped to 44 kilos 
and he was suffering from terminal 
cancer of the intestines when his 
wife lowered him with mountain- 
climbing gear from his window in 
Cello military hospital, she has said 
in previous Interviews. 

The 55-year-old Mro. Kappler 
married the convicted war criminal 
in the fortress-like Gaeta prison In a 
1972 ceremony. She had met him 
through letters 15 years earlier. 

In refusing to extradite Kappler. 
Bonn cited a constitutional ban on 
handing over German nationals io 
foreign courts. Italians protested in 
a series of violent demonstrations, 
forcing cancellation of a long- 
planned meeting between 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and 
Italian Premier Glulio Andreottl. 

Bonn and local governments, in- 
formed of Kappler's presence 
almost as soon as his wife smuggled 
him over the border by car from Ita- 
ly, shielded him from publicity and 
provided police protection. 

Residents in this northern West 
German town seldom caught a 
glimpse of Kappler. but a family 
source said he regained enough 
strength late last year to take walks 
with a cane, accompanied by his 
wife and police guards. 

Mrs. Kappler kept her husband in 
an apartment above a pharmacy. 
Police commandeered the parking 
lot by the store so they could station 
a van there to provide round-the- 
clock protection. 

The executions for which Kappler 
was sentenced were carried out tn 
the Ardeatine cav:s near the Roman 
catacombs Just 2i hours alter Italian 
partisans attacked a column of Ger- 
man soldiers marching up the Via 
Rasella in downtown Rome, killing 
32 of them. 

The court that sentenced Kappler 
in 1948 found he was following orders 
in carrying out the reprisal execu- 
tion of 320 innocent persons — a 10-1 
ratio of retaliation. But the court 
held him responsible for the death3 
of the other 15 reprisal victims. 

The Ardeatine massacre Is mark- 
ed each year as a national day of 
mourning. 

Kappler was granted provisional 
liberty by an Italian military 
tribunal in 1976, bat after a public 
outcry. Italy's highest military court 
blocked his release. 

Rome's chief rabbi yesterday said 
he hoped the Germans would not 
turn Kappler into a hero. 

’’This is news that cannot rejoice 
anyone, because death is not a 
source of joy," Chief Rabbi Elio 
To&ff said. “I hope, however, that 
the Germans will have the good taste 
to surround this circumstance with 
the silence and reserve needed for a 
case that only recently caused 
polemics and complaints. 

"I hope. In short, that the Germans 
will not give Kappler a hero's 
honours, because this would reopen 
wounds that already were partly 
reopened after his escape from 
Italy.” 


Singles to get loans 
fo^ housing — *Patt 

TEL AVTV. — "We have recognized 
the need to give loans for housing to 
single people above a certain age,” 
Construction Minister Gideon Patt 
told a symposium on the guidelines 
for housing assistance at Tel Aviv 
University yesterday. 

Bachelors and spinsters, divorced 
people of both sexes left without 
housing, unmarried mothers, 
fathers looking after children, and 
the homeless elderly would ail be 
among the categories of those eligi- 
ble for such loans. In an urban, In- 
dustrial Western society, the 
Minister said, allowance must be 
made for “social exceptions," and a 
punitive attitude io them is unaccep- 
table. 


Dulzin sees one 
absorption body

TEL AVIV. — When the Ministry of 
Absorption was established in 1969, 
some 40,000 immigrants came that 
year and 900 clerks were empldyed 
to absorb them. Today, there are 
half as many Immigrants and twice 
as many clerks. 

This is how Arye Dulzin. the sole 
candidate for the chairmanship of 
the World Zionist Organization and 
Jewish Agency, feels about the 
future of the Ministry. "Without go- 
ing into the formal aspect of who will 
absorb immigrants," he said at a 
meeting with reporters yesterday, 
“I feel that there has to be one 1 
organization, run jointly by the 
government and Jewish Agency, for 
Immigrant absorption." 

He added that the final decision 
about the future of the Absorption 
Ministry will be taken In March at a 
Joint meeting Df the Cabinet and the 
WZO executive.

Somalis declare ‘total mobilization’ 
as Ethiopian drive gathers steam 


MOGADISHU. — Somalia said 
yesterday that It is mobilizing Its an- 
* tire civilian population for defence 
against a threatened Invasion, 
despite an Ethiopian warning to sur- 
render or die. 

"The step already has been 
decided,” Somali information 
minister- Abdikasim Salad Hassan 
told a news conference. He said the 
general mobilization probably would 
take place “very soon." 

Ethiopia on Wednesday called 
upon invading Somali troops in the 
Ogaden desert to "surrender 
peacefully before you suffer heavy 
casualties." 

Somalia has maintained that only 
. ethnic Somali insurgents are doing 
the fighting, though it admits giving 
them full backing. But Ethiopia says 
the forces Include Somali regulars. 

{ Ethiopia's foreign ministry also 
said yesterday that Egypt has given 
weapons to Somalia to "continue its 
war of invasion." It said Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat 1* "now go- 
ing to send additional troops and 
weapons" to Join those Already 
there.) 


In Ethiopia, meanwhile, there was 
growing optimism yesterday that 
the tide had finally turned In the 
Ogaden war and that the strategic 
town of Jijiga would" soon be recap- 
tured. 

Officially, government spokesmen 
In Addis Ababa were remaining 
silent on the progress of the multi- 
pronged counter-offensive that has 
been launched In the northern 
Ogaden aimed at Jijiga. But In unof- 
ficial conversations it was said that 
the recapture of Jijiga from Somali 
forces Is only a few days away. 

The Ethiopians, using newly ac- 
quired Soviet weaponry and backed 
by devastating air strikes, started 
driving towards Jijiga from their 
stronghold cities of Harar and Dire 
Dawa earlier this week. 

Since confirmation on Tuesday 
that the counter-offensive had 
started, there has been no official 
word of its progress. 

"As far as we know it Is going 
well." said one Ethiopian. "There 
are even rumours around the city 
that we have recaptured Jijiga." 


On Wednesday night, the Somalis 
conceded that the Ethiopian often 1 
' sive had forced them to make "tac- 
. deal" withdrawals in the Ogaden. 

While not specifying the overall ex 
tent of the withdrawals, the reports 
suggested that the Somalis had fallen 
back about 40 km. since Friday 

The Somali communique spoke of 
destroying 43 Soviet-supplied TBS and 
T62 tanks at two towns that lie an the 
ra 12 line running from Dire Dawa to 
the tiny Republic of Djibouti on the 
seacoasL 

According to diplomats in 
Mogadishu, the Somalis still have a 
major ally in the terrain around Dire 
Dawa and particularly Harar, where 
have difficulty manoeuvring In 
the mountains and foot soldiers can 
operate in relative safety from air at- 
tack. 

Because of the massive 
technological imbalance In favour of 
the Soviet-supported Ethiopians, the 
diplomats said it was probably the 
terrain that had saved the Somalis 
from a defeat of greater proportions. 


Ethiopians imply they 
get no arms from Israel 

ADDIS ABABA <UFI). — Official 
Ethiopian spokesmen addressing 
journalists yesterday cast doubt on 
statements by Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan that Israel Is giving 
arms to Ethiopia. * 

One spokesman later agreed with 
a question by a journalist that 
Dayan’s statement was meant to 
"confuse and mislead" the world 
and indicated without specifically 
saying so that Addis Ababa was not 
getting arms from Israel. 

Sources, however, said Israel still 
had "representatives" in contact 
with Addis Ababa. 


Publicity ban cuts visits 
to Hitler hideout 

BERCHTESGADEN. West Ger- 
many (AP). — Adolf Hitler's Alpine 
fortress has slipped as a tourist at- 
traction because of a Bavarian state 
ban on publicizing tours to the 
elaborate tunnel network. 

“They said we shouldn't make 
public relations for former Nazi 
property," said Fritz Hanke, deputy 
chief of the Serchtesgaden tourism 
office. 

The Bavarian government, em- 
barrassed by the public fascination, 
banned advertising on tours to the 
fortress after It became too much of 
an attraction in the early 1960s, he 
said.

Gen. Brown wanted to sell 
F-5 jets to Egypt in 1976 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff con- 
fided to a National War College class 
nearly two years ago that he 
favoured selling F-5 jet fighters to 
Egypt, but Indicated he did not want 
American Jews to know it. 

"1 sat with the Jewish national 
leadership yesterday.. .and I tell you, 

I would hate to have mentioned I 
wanted to sell Egypt F-5s," Gen. 
George Brown said on May 21, 2976. 

He said the fighters would not be a ' 
true threat to Israel and would help 
diminish Soviet influence in the 
region. 

Brown, who got Into trouble in 1974 
for suggesting that American Jews 
exert undue influence, spoke to 
about - 300 military officers ana- 
civilian officials attending the 
National War College of the Armed 
Forces. Reporters were barred, as 
they are at all such sessions. 

According to a partial transcript, 
which became available to the AP, 
Brown referred to what he called 
"the big debate" at that time over 
proposals to sell C-130 Hercules 
transport planes to Egypt and said, 
"I don't think the country is ready" 


for a sole of F-5 fighters to that Arab 
' country. 

Congress accepted the Carter ad- 
ministration's plans to sell 20 C-130s 
to Egypt last September. 

Now, the question of providing F- 
5a to Egypt has moved to centre 
stage with President Sadat's visit to 
Washington and his reported request 
for 120 of the jet fighters. 

In his 1976 War College talk. 
Brown indicated he supported sell- 
, fog F-5s to Egypt because “I think it 
Is terrlby Important to continue to 
woo Egypt and keep her away from 
the Soviet Union... I don't t h i n k it 
would pose any serious threat to the 
Israelis." 

He noted that the U.S. planned to 
sell Israel the more sophisticated F- 
15 and F-16 fighters, “and I don't 
♦Mule anyone in their right mind 
would try and fly an F-5 against 
either of those." 

Asked whether Brown's views re- 
main the same, Pentagon 
spokesman Thomas Rosa said: "In 
view of the current review of the 
Middle East arms situation by the 
administration and Congress, Gen. 
Brown does not believe he should 
comment publicly on the matter."

MADRID (Reuter) Soviet Am- 

bassador Sergei Bogomolov said in. 
an Interview published here yester- 
day that the Kremlin wanted refuell- 
ing facilities for its merchant fleet at 
Algeciras, the southern Spanish port 
across the bay from Gibraltar.

Kidnappers 
tie French 
judge to tree 

LYONS, France (Reuter). — 
Magistrate Noel Dalx. kidnapped, by 
masked men on Monday night, was 
found tied to a tree near here early 
yesterday. 

The 54-year-old bachelor 
magistrate was abducted by three 
men who hustled him' Into a* car out- 
side a grocer's shop In Lyons, a zna 
jor underworld centre where several 
attacks have been made against 
judges and lawyers.' 

Police said Dalx seemed to have 
been tied to the tree for some time. 
He was found in the forest of Temay 
a few kms. south of Lyons. He was 
taken to a local clinic where he was 
reported to be suffering from shock 
but otherwise in a satisfactory condi 
tlon. 

Police refused to say how they 
found out whe re . D alx had bee n left 
and there was still no word on 
whether his kidnappers bad demand 
ed a ransom. 

On Wednesday, police said the? 
believed Dalx was seized by 
gangsters, possibly os an act of 
revenge for his work against the im 
der world. The magistrate once 
assisted a judge who was shot dead 
by gangsters after investigating 
organized crime In Lyons. D&ix 
helped the murdered judge compile 
a file on the bank accounts of well- 
known criminals. 


Turkish, Greek 
leaders to meet 

ATHENS (Reuter). — Greek 
Premier Constantine TZaramann* 
has agreed to meet Turkish Prime 
Minister Bulent Ecevit next month 
to discuss disputes between their two 
countries. It was announced yester- 
day. 

In a message sent to Ecevit on 
Wednesday and published yester- 
day. Karamanlis said the precise 
date of the meeting could be. fixed 
through diplomatic channels. 

R~g ramanHa on»B responding to a 

message from Ecevit three days ago 
suggesting that they hold Initial ta-iira 
without any rigid agenda. 

Ecevit, who took over as prime 
minister for a third time on January 
5. said he believed it wav now oppor- 
tune for the two leaders to try to es- 
tablish a climate of confidence. 
Relations between Greece and 
Turkey have long been strained over 
divided Cyprus and territorial rights 
in the Aegean dea. 

Ecevit has promised to submit 
concrete proposals on the Cyprus 
problem this month. He was prime 
minister at the time of the Turkish 
invasion of Cyprus in 1974. Turkish 
troops now occupy about .40 per cent 
of the Mediterranean island. 

Karamanlis, in his reply to Ecevit, 
said he was satisfied to see their 
views coincided on the. need to find 
peaceful solutions to jlne •problems 
between the two countries.

Israel envoy to Pretoria 
raps UN for ‘hypocrisy’ 


CAFE TOWN (AP). — The Israel 
ambassador to South Africa, Yitzhak 
Umuu on Wednesday ■ accused the 
majority of UN members of 
hypocrisy in their dealings with 
South Africa. 

Unna made the comments as he in- 
troduced Finance Minister Slmha 
Ehrlich to businessmen at a function 
here. 

Unna said Israel had undergone 
much soul-searching before em- 
barking on the drive for closer 
economic '.cooperation with South 
Africa. The Israelis, he said, did sot 
have a lot of friends, but they did 
have considerable experience with 
"fair-weather friends" and South 
Africa was not one. 


Accordingly, the ambassador said. 
Israel had decided against joining In 
"the hypocrisy of the majority of 
members at the UN*! who.- quietly 
traded with South Africa while at- 
tacking it in public. His government 
regarded these countries as 
"dishonest and nonsensical," Unna 
said. . - •

tures for exports to other countries.

South Africa black militant 
given suspended jail term 


BLOEMFONTEIN, South Africa — 
Black militant Winnie Mandela 
yesterday was sentenced to six 
months suspended sentence on each 
of two charges of breaking her 
restriction order. 

Earlier yesterday, Mrs. Mandela, 
44, was round guilty of attending a 
social gathering and of having 
visitors without permission — both 
violations of her reatruction order. 
She is the wife of imprisoned 
nationalist leader Nelson Mandela. 

The suspended sentence Is subject 
to the condition that she not be con- 


victed In the next four years for any 
other offence against her present 
restriction order. 

Magistrate Chris Steytler said he 
was taking into account that both in- 
cidents occurred soon after she was 
sent to Brandfort. in the Orange 
Free State, last May and found 
herself in a strange place. 

But he warned: "She will be well 
advised to make sure In future that 
site acts within the terms of the 
order." 

Mrs. Mandela's lawyers said they 
would appeal against both the con- 
victions and the sentences.

Jackson to visit Moscow 


Washington Poet News Service 
WASHINGTON. — Sen. Henry 
Jackson, (Democrat of Washing- 
tan), long considered an arch enemy 
by Soviet propagandists, has 
accepted an invitation from Kr emlin 
leaders to visit Moscow. 

Confir ming this earlier this week, 
the influential senator, known for Ms 
firm position on Soviet- American . 
relations, said he probably would go 
to Russia during the congressional 
recess next month. The precise time 
and schedule for the trip will be set 
later this month after he returns 
from a two-week trip to China, he 
said. 

The Kremlin's invitation to 
Jackson raised the possibility that 
Moscow has decided it' must 
negotiate with the senator, as well as 
with the Carter Administration, to 
speed progress towards a strategic * 
arms agreement and to end the 
three-year Impasse on trade- and 
Jewish emigration. 

Both U.S. officials and Jackson 
himself said they doubted Moscow 
Would make any radicallyjtf ew offers. 
Hiirfogtfils visit' Ruts vet^WUkj^*; 
change of views j£as expected, 'dur- 
ing which the Kremlin leadership 
should get a better idea of bow 
Jackson, and those congressmen 
who fallow his lead, view key issues. 

For example, efforts are now be- 
ing made in Congress to circumvent 
the so-called Jackson amendment of 


1974,'wMch demanded a high rate at 
. Jewish emigration — 60.000 a year 
has been mentioned by Jackson — 
before the Soviets could get most- 
favoured-nation trading status and 
economic concessions from 
Washington. 

Moscow refused to accept the 
terms of the trade act to which the 
Jackson amendment was attached, 
and abrogated a Soviet- American 
trade agreement. The Jewish 
emigration rate fell from 36,000 In 
1973 to about 14,000 in 1976, but last 
year moved back up to 17,000 in an 
apparent Soviet signal of willingness 
to compromise. 

Jackson's conditions for com- 
promise would be an obvious topic of 
Interest to Moscow, as would Ha at-. 

- tftude toward key Issues In the an- 
ticipated strategic arms agreement 
that would have to be ratified by the 
Senate. 

Jackson visited the Soviet Union 
once before, in 1956.' as a freshman 
senator. Since then he has been a 
steady , target of Soviet attacks as the 
alje^ed'chlef 'ropkeamsn^of fbe .jtifc. 
called 1 ^mill&z 7 -rnd&friai complex in"- 
Congresa and. also - as a. leading 
Champion of what the Soviet refer to 
as the "Zlonlat-lroperiaiiat forces." 

The invitation was Issued to 
Jackson in early January. Since 
then. Soviet propaganda has stopped 
mentioning Mm, according. to the 
senator's office.

By SUSAN BELLOS 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Students In the department of 
graphic design at the Bezalel 
Academy of Arts and Design axe 
threatening a two-day protest strike 
next week unless there is a serious 
Investigation Into the continued 
daubing of swastikas at the 
academy. , - 

Nehemia Moscovitz, the chairman 
of the academy's students union, 
said an ultimatum about the 
swastikas, both on walls and alleged- 
ly on a student’s work, is being sent 
to the school's director, Dan Efoffner. 

Moscovitz, a third year design stu- 
dent, told Z7ie Jerusalem Post he 
thought many Bezalel students were 
"personally hurt and offfended” by 
the swastikas. He said It was not. so 
much the breaking of a law — 
swastika daubing Is a criminal 
offence In Israel — “but breaking 
this law is a deep and real wound to 
anybody like myself who has lost 
part of Ms family In the Holocaust." 

(The Post found a rather obscure 
piece of graffiti on the academy’s 
canteen wall, consisting of a divided 
hammer-and- sickle, Hagen David 
and swastika. "Revolution" is 
written under the former, while . 
"evolution" is written under the 
others. It is signed "Yoram.") 

Moscovitz also said that students 
In his department and others were 
"absolutely fed up with the uncon- 
trolled wildness" in the fine arts 
department. In contrast to the 
graphic arts department, which was 
full of active students, The Post - 
found the fine arts department 
almost empty. 

Avner Moria, a fine arts student, 
charged that students who wont to 
learn how to paint on canvas one 
regarded as “reactionaries" and are

THOSE NASTY lefties In Television 
House put on the Muppets with Zero 
Mostel on Tuesday night. Now what 
Is so socialist and liberal In that?

dismally: be could give no explana- 
tion of why anybody should want to 
dig up Byzantine churches, or which 
archaeologist had ever, expressed 
any interest in the site. Digging up 
Byzantine churches? Heavens, 
that’s the very thing for which the 
missionaries have been waiting- 

Even the Cabinet expressed some 
Interest in the mystery series, 
and wanted to find out what was go- 
ing on, but Arik quickly put a stop to 
that.

THE SCIENCE of radio astronomy 
was born in 1981 when Karl Jansky 
made his observations from New 
Jersey In the U.S. In 1985. only a mile 
from where Jansky worked, 
engineers at the Bell Telephone 
Laboratories were investigating 
transmission and reception 
characteristics of extremely high- 
frequency radio waves. In order to 
pave the way for a new generation of 
communications satellites. 

.They found, however, that no 
matter how much they improved 
their'apparatus there was always a 
residual background noise. This, 
they found, comes from the sky, not 
from a point source, but uniformly 
throughout the cosmos. 

Theorists claim that this radiation, 
now very weak, was formed in the in- 
tensely hot plasma that existed dur- 
ing the first million years after the 
creation of the universe. According 
to popular theory, the universe 
began as a big bang, sometimes 
between 5,000m. and 18.000m. years 
ago. The most recent estimate la 
15,000m. years ago. 

Ail the matter In the entire un- 
iverse was concentrated in a huge 
ball called the “primeval fireball.” 
Within seconds of the explosion, elec- 
trons, neutrons and protons were 
formed. 

On the face of it, the big bang 
theory had been substantiated by the 
discovery of the background radia- 
tion. 

THE FIRST hint that this might not 
be the case came when Soviet 
astronomers turned the world's 
largest radio telescope — 588 metre 
diameter — onto the cosmic 
background noise. They found the 
noise was weaker than theory 
predicted. 

' Their observations have recently 
been confirmed by American 
researchers using a U-2 jet plane to 
fly their ultra-sensitive radio equip- 
ment 20 km. above the ground. There 
it was above 90 per cent of the at- 
mosphere which would have 
otherwise blanketed the cosmic 
radiation. 

The Americans concluded that the 


TOMORROW begins the reading of 
the longest and most detailed 
narrative in the Bible, the account of 
the erection of the Sanctuary that 
was to accompany the Children of 
Israel during their 40 years of 
wandering in the wilderness of Sinai - 

This account covers no less than 28 
consecutive chapters, broken only 
by the dramatic and fateful Incident 
of the worship of the Golden Calf, and 
spreads over five portions. 

The Sanctuary was a central place 
of worship that was essentially 
mobile and temporary and a symbol 
of transience. The Bible later 
describes two other central places of 
worship, the First Temple built by 
Solomon, and the Second Temple. 


Universe began much more slowly 
than had hitherto been thought — not 
as a big bong but as a serene, finely 
orchestrated event. 

Just as a train whistle is high- 
pitched as the train approaches and 
lower pitched as It travels away, so 
too the background radiation has a 
slight change in frequency, which 
has enabled the American team to 
determine that the Milky Way galax- 
y. of which the solar system la a 
member, is travelling at more than 
one million miles per hour towards 
the point in space marked by the con- 
stellation of Hydra. 

It seems that everything in the un- 
iverse is rotating. The moon rotates 
in its orbit around the earth, which in 
turn orbits the sun, which in turn or- 
bits the^centre of the Milky Way. 

But Dr. George Smoot, one of the 
American researchers, says: “The 
U-2 measurements seem to show 
there is no rotation of the universe. If 
there is rotation, it has to be less 
than one hundred millionth of a rota- 
tion in the last 10,000 million years." 

These deductions could only be 
made because the background radia- 
tion was found to be basically very 
uniform, providing a reference 
backcloth from which the minor 
modulation due to our own motion 
could be measured. 

EVERYWHERE they looked — and 
their observations covered all of the 
Northern half of the sky — they 
found remarkable uniformity. The 
energy levels were constant to 
within one part in 3,000; and the rate 
of expansion was constant to within 
one part in 10 , 000 . 

It is this very expansion, where 
everything in the universe seems to 
be travelling away from everything 
else, that prompted astronomers to 
formulate the big bang theory in the 
first place. 

I do not know how far we can ex- 
tend the laws that govern our own 
small part of the universe. For In- 
stance, we know — and can prove — 
that light travels In straight lines. 
This may well be true for the small 
distances even in the Milky Way 
galaxy, but it is questionable that 
light does so over the vast Inter- 
galactic distances that are Involved 
in formulating creation theories. 


After the U-2 observations, 
astrophysicists have three option! 

□ They can dismiss the observations 
out of hand. Since these have been 
more or less confirmed by Soviet 
research, this seems unlikely. 

□ The big bang theory could be 
modified to take account of a much 
slower process. 

□ The big bang theory could be 
thrown out and a new theory for- 
mulated. 

It Is too early to say what such a 
theory might be, but it could take 
this form: 

To send rockets into space, they 
must first escape the earth’s 
gravitational pull. To do this they 
must travel at over 11 kms. per se- 
cond. Jupiter, being much more 
massive has a higher escape velocity 
of 60 km. per second. Bigger still, the 
sun has an escape velocity of 61 ? 
kms. per second. 

It lfl possible to find stars so 
massive their escape velocity ex- 
ceeds the speed of light. At that point 
nothing con move fast enough to es- 
cape from their gravitational field — 
not even light itself, and so, they are 
termed a blackhole. Everything 
within range of its gravitational pull 
becomes sucked into a seemingly 
bottomless pit. 

THESE BIZARRE objects present a 
fascinating challenge to 
astrophysicists. Where does all the 
matter go that is attracted to a black 
hole? In theory it should continue 
falling towards the centre of the 
black bole. 

The black hole, by becoming more 
and more massive, contracts upon 
Itself faster and faster. Its size 
diminishes until it is smaller than a 
pinhead. 

I suspect that before it becomes 
that small something else happens. 
The matter pours out, through what 
astronomers call a white hole. The 
connection between black and white 
holes have not as yet been establish- 
ed. 

The hypothesis continues: the 
matter collected by a black hole 
emerges from a white hole in “some 
other un{verse. " 

Here i am afraid the English 
language has to be re-written.

built after the return from the 
Babylonian Exile. In contrast to the 
exhaustive detail given about the 
Sanctuary of Moses, the detail given 
about these two temples, though they 
were designed as permanent struc- 
tures, are not nearly as complete. 
Description of the Temple of 
Solomon covers less than three 
chapters (Kings I, 5-7), while that of 
the Second Temple comes In 
scattered verses in the Biblical 
narrative (Ezra 2:68-69; 3:7: 6:3-4) 
from which It Is quite impossible to 


attempt anything like a reconstruc- 
tion. 

The paucity of Information Is for- 
tunately compensated for by a whole 
tractate of the Mishna (Tractate 
Middot) giving a detailed account of 
its measurements, making a 
reconstruction possible. But the 
Mishna waa not committed to 
writing until the end of the Second 
Century. Until then the Oral Law 
waa literally what its name Implies, 
a doctrine handed down verbally. 

The paucity of Biblical infarma- 
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word, means “everything; all of 
creation." If that la so there can be 
no such thing aa another universe. 
However, astronomers refer to 
something else, what I refer to as a 
“metagalaxy." 

Everything we can see without 
limited range of telescopes Is our 
metagalaxy. Possibly our 
metagalaxy extends well beyond the 
range of our telescopes. 

Elsewhere in the universe are 
other metagalaxies. So then, matter 
in our metagalaxy falls into a black 
hole and emerges from a white hole 
in some other metagalaxy. 

These ore only small-scale affairs. 
It is possible that 15,000 million years 
ago, the whole of our metagalaxy 
emerged from an enormous white 
hole, having been sucked in from 
another metagalaxy via its twin 
black hole. 

This picture of creation would not 
be an explosive affair, but would 
happen over some considerable 
time. Matter sucked into a modest 
black hole takes some considerable 
time to vanish, since black holes 
have a very small diameter. 

Imagine, for instance, all the 
matter in the sun going through an 
aperture a few miles in diameter. An 
analogy would be bathwater going 
down a plug hole — a process that 
takes some considerable time, yet 
inevitably eventually every drop of 
water will vanish. 

While matter Is in the black-hole- 
white-hole stage, the physical laws 
of nature, as we know them, are tem- 
porarily suspended. Electrons, 
protons and all the array of sub- 
atomic particles are re-created after 
emerging from the white hole. 
Nothing therefore can be known 
about the state of the previous 
metagalaxy. Divine creation, even 
at this stage, cannot be ruled out. 

The account of the Creation in 
Genesis, for example, deals only 
witn mb creation of the solar system. 
In fact, so accurate is the account, 
that if 1 were asked to precis the 
current theory of the solar systems 
origin. I would end up with a 
narrative very similar indeed to the 
account in the Bible.

Mr. Federsplel 's colleagues on the 
five-man commission were Raul de 
Medina from Bolivia's Washington 
embassy who had "little experience, 
but was hard-working, and willing to 
listen to arguments: Eduardo 
Morgano, former Minister of Educa- 
tion of Panama who, because of his 
Welsh origin hated all things 
British”; Senator Vincente Fran- 
cisco of the Philippines, and Dr. Earl 
Vischltsky cf Czechoslovakia, a 
Mend of Jan Masaryk and UNSCOP 
veteran. 

The Commission met together for 
the first tim on January 8 , IMS, 
together with "TT Secretary-General 
Trygve Lie. Lir was optimistic that 
the Security Council would give 
military assistance to enforce the- 
Partitton resolution. Mr. Federsplel 


i sceptical, but he was still deeply 

disappointed later at what 
transpired. 

This "shadow UN Government” 
for Palestine was set up with a 
budget of $ 2 m. for emergency expen- 
ditures. It was also told that a UN 
military force of three armoured 
divisions was estimated as 
necessary to enforce Partition. The 
Security Council debated this 
recommendation with, of course, no 
result. America’s UN Ambassador 
Warren Austin appealed to Jews and 
Arabs to resolve their differences 
"in a true Christian spirit'* 

Then Ambassador Austin, on State 
Department instructions, announced 
an American back-pedal from Parti- 
tion in his proposal for UN 
Trusteeship for Palestine. Mr. 
Federsplel 's opinion of this Js c lear. 

“It looked to me like a completely 
mad Idea. No powers of administra- 
tion or armed force!. ..They thanked 
me very much for my good advice 

and- went on with the plan.” 

In restrospect, Mr. Federsplel 
finds the whole UN 1 M 8 performance 
on Palestine depressing. The new 
world organization proved compete- 
ly ineffectual when it came to ad-, 
ministering a new territory, and at 
that time America’s Inexperience as 
a world power left It politically un- 
able to handle the situation. 

The UN did at least, he feels, play 
a major role in freezing 
developments before they became 
too dangerous. But despite the two- 
thirds majority vote tor Partition at 
Lake Success, the UN was unable to 
enforce its decision. This 
demonstrated the lesson that 
sovereignty cannot be effectively ex- 
ercised against the will of the people 
In the territories. "Hence, the out- 
come of the Interlude was logical and 
inevitable — namely, that you took 
the matter Into your own hands un- 
aided by any outside force.” 

And when the State of Israel was 
proclaimed: "I, at least, rejoiced 
that It had been declared by its own 
strength and by the will of Its own 
people, and not by the acts or 
schemes of the UN." 

A final lesson of this Is that: “Now, . 
at last, some adversaries are also 
finding that an appeal to the UN is no 
solution; that peace must come from 
the will of the parties themselves.”

that •nint» out of every ten murders 
are committed over land quarrels. 
Crimes of passion, killing for money, 
and wanton slayings are propor- 
tionately rare, an official told me. 

An Egyptian intellectual told a 
story to illustrate the way many of 
his countrymen regard the Israeli 
desire for Egyptian land, and the 
Israeli insistence on keeping the 
villages to the Rafiah Approaches. 
The story centres around the legen- 


dary character Goha, the counter- 
part of Hershele Ostropolerjn Yid- 
dish jokes, or Marius in the South of 
France. 

The story goes like this : Goha once 
sold his house to a neighbour. But 
Goha said: "I have that nail to one 
room in the corner, and I treasure it 
very highly, so once every so often I 
would like to come in to look at my 
nail and admire it. Please leave it 
there." 


Mr. Federsplel -clearly took plea- 
sure to our meeting at the King David 
Hotel recalling those hectic days 
"Where the Arabs had promised to 
blow me up." But it was, for him, 
only one incident to a full and active 
career that took Mm to the top of the 
Danish legal profession, a Danish 
Cabinet seat as Minister of Special 
Affairs, and Vice-Chairmanship of 
the International Commission of 
Jurists. 

His first contact with "the Jewish 
Question," as it was euphemistically 
called, had been as a young lawyer 
to Copenhagen active In relief work 
to the 2930s. 

"My main contact was as a very 
junior lawyer working for a Jewish 
lawyer helping the refugees get 
work, etc. That gradually devolved 
on me.” 1 

He was also very active to the fam- 
ed Danish Resistance movement 
during World War H: But: "We don’t 
like to talk about it It was just a 
fact" , 

And after his time in the 
resistance. “I was an Interested 
observer. I realized that the whole 
question in the Balfour Declaration 
had changed with the Exodus from 
Europe. It meant an enormous im- 
migration which, as I could see it, 
could only lead to a Jewish State. 
You couldn't have millions of people 
in an autonomous community... You 

can really thank Hitler for having 

created the Jewish State." 

What about his role in the 
Passover successful transfer of the 
Jews of Denmark to Sweden at 

Passover, 19+3? . . 

"We were oZZ involved.. Jt had one 
tremendous effect. The Danish pop- 
ulation had been a little doubtful 
about the resistance movement. 
Then the whole country rose almost 
to a man. Even Danish Nazis took 
part in the rescue." 

What made Denmark act so 
differently from other countries? 

"We had any Jewish 

problem, or anything Uke that. We 
always had a strong feeling for 
anyone who was persecuted. Den- 
mark had a long tradition of 
democracy even back beyond our 
parliament. We had special officials 
advising the king an human rights." 

- And today? 

“I'd say that every Danish govern- 
ment and the Danish people as a 
whole feel a great sympathy for 
Israel." 

Mr. Federsplel is now retired from 
active politics, though he expected to 
be active for his party in the 
forthcoming municipal elections In 
Denmark, "to keep my hand to."

that real peace wont come and that 
the present negotiations won’t get 
very far," says Silbert. “But 
whatever happens we belieye that 
the Rafiah Salient will remain a part 
of Israel. Both sides are going to 
have to make concessions in these 
negotiations." 

Eli Navo is leader of the 16 Rus- 
sian families headed for Moshav 
Priel, being built adjacent to Talmei 
Yosef. Navo, 39, came to Israel from 
B sthanlft five years ago. He ad- 
vanced as far as be could at a 
military Job in the Beersheba area 
and then decided that he wanted the 
farming life — which offers him ana 
• family a new life-style and new 
opportunities. He is proud of the new 
moshav of ex-Russians, which he 
claims is the first such all-Russian 
agricultural settlement to modern 
Israel. 

Navo's group is made up of 
educated Immigrant families 
gathered from various johs and 
backgrounds ■ after their arrival to 
£5r -HI opposed to the South 
Africans, many of whom learoed 
about their moshav while still in 
South Africa. 

There is another difference 
■ between the two groups. The South 
Africans have paid $13,000 to the 
Jewish Agency as payment for a 
larger home and two glass-houses. 
Shi Russians, like other Israelis to 
the area, pay off a much smaller 
sum over -a number of years receiv- 
ing only normal sized houses. 

The Russian group does seem to 
have been overly influenced by 
political developments. "Our baric 
premise," Bays Eli Navo, is to let 
others do the talking and 
negotiating.

Marriage contracts 


STAMPS / Harvey Wolinetz 


JEWISH marriage contracts 
( ketuboa ) ami Israeli artists will be 
the subjects of two sets of stamps be- 
ing released by the Philatelic Ser- 
vices on February 14. 

The ketubo, given by the groom to 
Ms bride daring the marriage 
ceremony, sets forth Ids obUgsttonco 
meet all her needs in their future 
life. It thus serves to defend the 
women’s position after her 
marriage. The codification of the 
ketubo, whose precise origins are 
not known, is attributed to Rabbi 
Shimon ben Shetah, who . lived in the 
2nd century B.CJE. and was Nasi - 
Ha’Sanhedriit (president ot the 
Sandhedrin judge). 

Each of the three irtamps in this set 
portrays a detail from a different 
ketubcL The one on the IL6 stamp, 
typical of Jerusalem, is made of rec- - 
tnn gninr parchment at the top of 
which is a dome crowned by a circle. 
Around the edges are floral decora- 
tion within .a double frame. This. ' 
ketuba dates back to 1846. ' - 

The IL3.90 stamp depicts an il- 
luminated contract from the Maroc- . 
cm community of M^nes and clear- 
ly shows the influence of Islamic art 
in the use of the decorative arabes- 
ques and other motifs typical of Arab 
architecture, as weD as in the use of 
blue and green, commonly found In 
illuminated Moslem manuscripts. 


The example shown dates back to 
1897. 

The 1648 Dutch ketuba portrayed 
on the TO agorot stamp is one of the . 
most beautiful from the 17th cen- 
tury. Its designer was a coppersmith 
who reached Holland from Mantua 
In Italy, and the ketuba reflects the 
Italian style of Illumination. 

The tabs attached to these stamps 
note the date and origin of each 
ketuba and that each is part of a 
collection housed In the Israel 
-Museum. ■ * . 

THE works of three Israeli artiste 
are the theme of the second set of 
stamps to be issued. The XL3 stamp 
features a landscape p a in ti n g by 
Halm GUekabeeg (1994-2970}. en- 
titled "A Street in Jerusalem.” 
GUcksberg was bora In Pinsk and 
studied at the yeshiva of Odessa. He 
was one ot the founders of the 
Association of Painters and Sculp- 
tors. '_■•'■■■

cupied in 1967 on all three fronts — 
Sinai. Golan and the West 
Bank/Gaza Strip. This does not 
mean that Israel would have to 
withdraw from all the territories, 
recreating the pre-1967 lines. (The 
U.S. position is that minor 
modifications in those lines can he 
negotiated.) 

But -the principle .of at least a par- 
tial withdrawal of Israeli # armed 
forces from the West BaAk'&nd Gaea 
Strip Is contained in Resolution 242, 
and the Israeli government must 
accept this. Unlike earlier Israeli 
governments, the current govern- 
ment resists this interpretation of 
Resolution 342, arguing that Israel 
does not necessarily have to 
withdraw from any part of the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip — areas that 
are part of historic Erete Israel. 

The president said that Sadat is In- 
terested only in the "broad prin- 
ciples" of an agreement, willing to 
allow his military and political aides 
the opportunltly of negotiating the 
details. 

The president did not say exactly 
when he hopes to meet with Begin 
and later with both Begin and Sadat. 
But some of the participants believe 
that the timing of these meetings 
depends on progress in the 
negotiations. 

The extraordinary Carter dinner 
with the Jewish leaders follows 
Sadat's successful visit to 
Washington In which he is widely 
believed to have impressed the U.S. 
government with his flexibility and 
moderation. Clearly, officials here 
are now expecting Israel to come 
through with some new positions.

Another interesting fin- 
ding; 67 per cent come in couples, 29

As a young man he taught 
children, and afterwards he 
became the rabbi and leader of 
the Jewish community in Split. In 
1760 he became the rabbi in Sara- 
jevo. and served there for 13 
years. After that he settled In 
Jerusalem, where he headed Hes- 
cd Le’ Avraham Yeshiva. 

Rabbi Pardo was also a writer 
and a poet. He wrote many ar- 
ticles and commentaries on the 
Mishna. explanations of the 
teachings of Rashl on the Tora, 
and a book of questions and 
answers, Michtav Le' David (A 
Letter to David). Some of his* 
poems and liturgical hymns are 
included In prayer books. 

After further investigation at 
the National and University 
Library, I found that the title of 
my book was Scftiof Hahemda 
(Delightful Treasures). Its author 
was Indeed David Pardo, and it 
was published in 1811 in Vienna.

DOUBLE IRRESPONSIBILITY 


AT LAST S, Izbar (S mllanaky ) has 
spoken up in the controversy over 
the screening of the television ver- 
. eion of hie novella, "Hlrbet BBsa," 
When asked to comment earlier, he 
had said: “Whatever X have to say on 
the subject I have said In ‘Hlrbet 
EHzaV’ 

Now he has come out, naturally. In 
favour of absolute democracy and 
unlimited freedom of expression. He: 
says that those interested in stop* 
ping, even temporarily, the screen-’ 
tag are guided “not by security con- 
siderations but by guilt- fee ling" and. 
a desire to “cover up.” (His story 
has been studied in our schools 
almost since it publication in 1949; 
has been reprinted many times In 
the original Hebrew; and has been 1 
translated into many languages. In- 
cluding Arabic.) 

He goes on to say that the story is 
based on an actual episode, which he 
witnessed. In the War of liberation. 
(Nobody has questioned this.) 

"When I wrote the story," he adds, 
“I didn’t write It as a Jew or Arab or 
as a Jewish ‘Arab conflict. I wrote it 
as a human being offended by what 
he had seen." (Nobody has question- 
ed his sincerity or the fact that he 
wrote the stozy from a univeraalistic 
vantage point.) 

The matter, he goes on to say 
(“Davar,” February 8), “no longer 
concerns only authors, poets, 
painters, musicians, actors and 
directors; it concerns spectators, 
audiences, readers, and all those for 
whom artistic freedom is a pre- 
condition of liberty." In this asser- 
tion be has been joined by the Chair- 
man of the National Federation of 
Israel. Journalists, Levi Yitzhak 
Hayerushalml, who says (“Davor," 
February 9) that "freedom of ex- 
pression In the field of the creative 
arts ls-unllmited.” 

It seems that in this paradise of un- 
conditional liberty. In this fly-world 
In which liberty does not also entail 
responsibility, the people and their 
democratically elected parliamen- 
tary bodies, in Izhar’s words, “have 
no special privileges.. .their opinions 
.carry no special weight." No, only 
,*yrttats (and journalists) have 
special 'privileges and opinions that 
carry special .weight. Only the 
priests of tbe Muses and of the com-

municatlons media know and may 
decide which words, sights and 
•sounds shall be piped into the eyes, 
ears, iwinds and spirits of the 
benighted laity. No matter, further- 
more, that Israel has only one 
television channel, operated as a 
public service under the Broad- 
casting. Authority Law. 

Once, a slogan of democracy was, 
“The voice of the people Is the voice 
of God." Today, it is the voice at the 
media that is the voice of God. Only 
our TV professionals, tuned In as 
they alone are to the Truth, shall 
decide- how our single TV channel 
shall be used and the law applied. 

This is not democracy; this is 
kierocracy in which the media 
priests are the unchallengeable dic- 
tators ; this is medlacracy — govern- 
ment of, by and for the media 
priests. 

SOME MEMBERS of the public and 
some of our politicians suggest that 
the answer to our particular problem 
Is to open a second TV channel, or to 
permit a private entrepreneur to 
operate one. Thus, it is believed. 
Broadcasting House will face com- 
petition from which everybody will 
benefit. _ 

That may be the solution. Only, 
however. If it is true, as some allege, 
that Broadcasting House is con- 
trolled by “leftists’' and 
“cosmopolitans" who deliberately 
Ignore the “positive" features of our 
history and contemporary life and do . 
not allow more “patriotic" artists to 
present their works. If that is true, 
then a second TV channel, operating 
according to artistic and commer- 
cial criteria, and therefore open to 
all talents and giving due considera- 
tion to the tastes of those section a of 
the public that do not like the present 
Israel TV fare, will break **»*« “lef- 
tist” stranglehold. 

To what extent Is that charge true, 
however? It seems to be time that 
whereas we have “Hlrbet Elza" with 


its tale of cruelty by Israeli soldiers 
read y for screening^ we have not 
had', and have not heard that there Is 
in the making, a good drama, or at 
least a good documentary film, 

! 'about the 35 young men who 90 years 
ago set out n cm Jerusalem to bring 
relief to the besieged Etzion Bloc and 
were massacred by Arab irregulars 
after they decided not to kill or even 
take captive an Arab shepherd they 
encountered on the way. Or about 
, the young men who were killed 
because they would not fire on 
helpless Arab civilians behind whom 
terrorists were hiding, Inside homes 
and caves. Or about the many efforts 
of Jews in 1948 to persuade Arab 
neighbours and friends not to leave 
their homes, as the tatter were In- 
structed to do by their leaders. 
(There la the story, for example, of 
Glora Zeld, son of the famous Alex- 
ander Zeld, who was answered by 
the mukhiar of an Arab village, an, 
old family friend, that the village 
would give shelter and protection to 
the Zeld family but would par- 
ticipate In the slaughter of the rest of 
the Jews.) These are only a few ex- 
amples. 

It also seems to be (rue that the 
now defunct “Nlkul Rosh” 
programme, for example, tired its 
satirical barbs almost exclusively at 
the people of the establishment (then 
Labour), the Likud, Gush Emunim 
and Orthodoxy. There Is no doubt 
that some of the Intellectual, 
political and physical mannerisms of 
people like Yitzhak Rabin, Golda 
Meir, Abba Ebon, Menahem Begin, 
Rabbis Shlomo Goren and Moahe 
Levtnger made them excellent sub- . 
jects for parody and satire. But sure- 
ly Shulamit Aloni, Meir Pa'il, 
“Lova" EUav, Meir Ya'arl, Meir 
VUner, Tawflq Toubi, Url Avneri, 
Marcia Freedman and others also 
had highly parodyable mannerisms. 
How many "anti-left" skits do you 
remember seeing os “Nikuf Rosh?" 


TRUE AS ALL this may be, 
however, that doee not explain 
something about the contents and 
quality of the precious little evening 
TV time that is under "rightist" con- 
trol. I refer' mainly to tbe Monday 
night “Morssha" programme and 
the Saturday night "Betzayt 
Haahabbat” programme. The alleg- 
ed leftist control of the rest does not 
explain why these two programmes 
consist eo heavily of talentless 
national-religious pap, kitsch, and 
talk that Is of Interest to very few of 
even the “national" or "religious" 
publics. 

Is there something in the nature of 
the “positive" features of our life 
that makes it impossible to tell their 
story with talent, or something In the 
nature of talent that allows It to 
create only "cosmopolitan” 
messages? That doesn't seem to be 
true anywhere else in the world. The 
free countries, and eves the Soviet 
Union and Nad Germany, have had 
artists .who were able to produce 
"patriotic" stories, poems, 
symphonies and paintings con- 
sidered great by universal aesthetic 
standards. 

Perhaps the answer is that our 
< *narion," “religious, "and “nationals 
-^religious" Institutions, educators 
and benefactors, smugly certain 
about the “truth" of their messages, 
have Ignored the importance of the 
arts and the media, and have not 
done enough to encourage and help 
thMr young talents to master the 
relevant techniques and take up 
careers in the arts and the media. It 
is not enough to possess a “positive" 
message and to protest with self- 
righteous indignation against 
someone else ’ a "negative" message. 
To deal with the media problem on 
this basis alone, to deal with it solely 
in the manner in which the op- 
ponents of the “Hlrbet Htea" screen- 
ing have dealt with It, 1s irresponsi- 
ble and dangerous — no less so. than 
the claim of our medlacrats to be 
above all social restraint and 
criticism. 

It Is not enough far “patriots” to 
sit as guardians of the public morale 
and critics of the creations of others. 
They must themselves go in and 
create. 


The cose against commercial TV 


COMMERCIAL television is at the 
gates. The race for the licence Is on, 
with a number of companies, local 
and foreign, In the running — In- 
cluding cne headed by a Knesset 
member who will have no trouble 
making up his mind should it come to 
a vote. 

It will be a highly profitable 
business. One of the competing com- 
panies has announced that, if it is 
granted the licence, it will charge. 
$800 per 30-second advertising spot 
and that it is thinking of 10 minutes 
of advertising in every hour. Assum- 
ing that broadcasting time will be a 
minimum of eight hours 'per day, we 
would have 80 minutes of spots, at 
,the coat to the advertisera.af $128,000- 
per day, about $50m. per year, or 
more than IL?50m. at the present 
rate of exchange. 

THERE IS, of course, no imperative 
need for someone watching a televi- 
sion commercial to rush out and buy 
the advertised product, but the 
almost supernatural power of televi- 
sion as an advertising medium, far 
exceeding the power of all other 
media; is a fact already taken for 
granted. 

In 1971. the U.S. Congress, in an ?f- 
'fort to reduce smoking because of its 
danger to health, banned cigarette 
advertising on television; not in 
newspapers, not on radio, not on 
billboards, only on tbe little screen in 
every American living room. A year 
'later, the Congress again 
acknowledged TV's singular selling 
power by limiting the expenditure of 
candidates for public office on 
telecasts, while leaving them free to 
spend whatever they wanted in other 
'media. 

Television, with its hypnotic effect 
on the viewer, has proven especially 
successful In selling goods which can 
be loosely classified as luxuries and 
novelties. Newspapers and radio do

an adequate job In advertising a 
-supermarket's dally specials In 
meat and vegetables. It la in per- 
suading the viewer to prefer one 
cosmetic over another, to buy the 
new two-door, pastel-coloured 
refrigerator to replace her single*, 
doer, boringly white model, that the 
TV commercial shines. 

..How. many men .can resist iden- 
tifying themselves with that hand- 
some man in the Cardin suit being 
nuzzled by a beautiful blonde with a 
plunging neckline who admires Ma 
deodorant? And how many women; 
can resist seeing themselves as that 
beautiful blonde in another commer- 
cial. her complexion clear and fresh 
because she uses a certain facial 
cream? 

THE MOST sinister aspect of the 
matter is that television advertising 
is addressed more to those who can- 
not afford superfluous expenditure 
than to those who can — simply 
because the former watch more 
.television. . 

Edwin Diamond of MIT, an 
American student of the subject, 
stated at the conclusion of a survey 
something that has loxtg been m erely 
assumed; namely that “television 
Clickers more for black families than 
white families, mare for people over 
B0 than under 50, more for grade 
school educated than for college 
educated, and more for lower In- 
come people than for upper Income 
people." 

Exploitation of the economically 
weak by the economically powerful 
has taken on various forms over the- 


ages. In Tsarist Russia, peasants’ 
worked and lived like animals tilling 
the soil to support the luxurious lives 
(of the land-owners. In Dickens' 
England, the urban proletariat toiled 
from dawn to dusk for wages 
carefully calculated just to keep 
them alive. In our post-industrial, 
mass-communication era, explolta- 
4 tion.is much subtler and .immensely 
more sophisticated. Working people 
are now earning a living wage, but 
spend a considerable part of It on un- 
necessary goods and services. This 
proclivity is carefully cultivated by 
advertisers, and keeps the wage 
earner in debt and economically 
dependent. 

If this is true of countries with a 
sound economy, where almost 
everybody is well paid in 1 a stable 
currency, how much more true will . 
tt be In a country which has for years 
been spending more than it has been 
producing, where the government 
has long b een declaring that one o f 
the main preconditions for economic 
salvation Is the reduction of the stan- 
dard of living. 

SUPPORTERS of commercial 
television, even while admitting the 
economic hazards, argue that the 
attempt is still worthwhile for’ 
cultural reasons. Since the commer- 
cial companies will have more 
money to spend, they will be able to 
present better programmes than we 
have been getting In the past, and the 
competition will force Israel Televi- 
sion to improve its output. 

But will commercial TV introduce 


artistically and intellectually 
superior programmes, better drama 
by local playwrights, livelier talk 
shows to enrich our understanding of 
the world we live in, better coverage 
of events? Commercial television 
has to appeal to tbe largest possible 
mass of viewers if it Is to serve its 
purpose. I.e., offer advertisers a 
return on the large sums they spend. 
And the nature of human society be- 
ing what it Is, the broader the base 
the lower the taste, the more limited 
the intellectual curiosity. Were it not 
so, governments the world over 
would not have, for instance, to sub- 
sidize good theatre, while cheap 
comedies and thrillers take care of 
themselves. ; 

- Competition by commercial TV 
means lowering standards which are 
not very high as it is; means more 
standard comedy and thrillers, most 
of them Imported because imports 
are both cheaper and more com- 
petently produced and acted. Where 
could we And two such attractive, 
acrobatic young men as Starsky and 
Hutch, beating, maiming, killing 
with smiles on their handsome 
.faces? Or an Allen Funt of “Candid 
Camera'* indulging in blatant idiocy 
with such consummate aplomb? 

Our state television, whatever Its 
faults — a lack of professionalism, 
frequent lapses of taste In entertain- 
ment, tediousness In its educational 
broadcasts — still manages oc- 
casionally to produce a good 
programme — such as the recent 
"Third Hour," a film and discussion 
on the 80th anniversary of the Rus- 
sian Revolution. 

Some of it was repetitious and bor- 
ing, and bad we had another channel 
functioning at that evening, many 
viewers would have switched to it. 
What would they have found there? 

A livelier, more brilliant discussion, 
or more shooting and humour of thr 
“Candid Camera" kind? 


"THE KING of Atlantis" .will 
probably prove- to be the most 
dramatic event of this year's coming 
Jerusalem Spring Festival, for the 
one-hour chamber opera is, quite 
literally, a voice from beyond the 
grave. 

Tbe work was written In 1944 in 
Theresienstadt by two Jewish In- 
mates, composer Viktor UHmann 
and librettist Peter KSen. It was in- 
tended to be performed at the ‘con- 
centration camp by some of the 
talented singers and musicians who 
ware also inmates at the time. The 
opera was almost' ready for its 
premiere when the two man were 
sent to Auschwitz. They both perish- 
ed in the death camp. 

Viktor TTHm arm. who was 46 when 
he died, had studied composition un- 
der Arnold Schoenberg, and had 
produced a somber of works. Peter 
Kien, 25. was primarily a painter 
and architect, but also a poet The 
opera, which la strongly anti-war 
and a thinly veiled anti-Hfller 
allegory, proclaims the moral that 
Man must respect the joy and pain of 
Life, yet accept Death. The English 
translation is by American poet 
Aaron Kramer. 

The score and libretto, written cm 
the back of camp admission forms, 
were originally thought to have been 
lost. In fact, UUmann had entrusted 
the manuscript to a friend, -Dr. H.G. 
Adler, who survived tbe Holocaust. 

It was discovered in London in 1972. 

Adler was determined to have the 
opera produced as a memorial to his 
dead friends and eventually in- 
terested Kerry Woodward, a young 
BBC conductor, in. the idea. 
Woodward spent much time 
deciphering UUmann's score, which 
was in understandably bad condi- 
tion, and in the process became in- 
creasingly Involved in the music. It 
was he who persuaded the
